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INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Kzviuch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to/the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, arc essentially those 
documents frcm various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants-. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
commitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, i945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the DTT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin fi Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin § Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition, in the post-Korld War markets by 
changing its name to the I. <S. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and-letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the fin}, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts^oF'the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter ftjerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farbcn's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AMT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkoranando der Wehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Committees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevollmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chemischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Doroagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Commercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkcnau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlaeger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. , 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA.

Fritz ter Mccr: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Conmand by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines.1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 

1 The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. .Three defendants were accused of member^, 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that • 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia^ Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted.

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehnc, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

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All defendants were credited with time already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more commissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats. 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IMT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government brdinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. 'They 
are followed by/the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcript si. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type,.number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document door, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the _ 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses.

"Since we received more and more alarming reports on the

With Indescribable brutality... the Jewish people 
were taken out of their dwellings and herded together, 
everywhere In the town shots were to be heard and In 
different streete the corpses of shotjewa accumulated. 

.... The polloe battalion has looted during the action in 
an unheard of manner.•• Anything of use each as boots, 
leather, oloth, gold and other valuabiee has been taken 
away." 
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The Tribunal Is quite willing to accept these statements of 
these high-ranking German officers, who were eye-witnesses, &i 
oonoluslve proof of the facts related.

PERSECUTION OF THE JEW* 
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against the Soviet Union testified as to the methods employed in 
•the extermination of the Jews. He said that he employed firing 
squads to shoot the victims In order to lessen the sense of Indi¬ 
vidual guilt on the part of hia men; and the 90,000 men, women and 
ohlldren who were murdered In one yoar by his particular group were 
mostly Jews. 

When the witness Bach Zelewskl was asked how Ohlendorf could admit 
the murder of 90,000 people, he replied i "I aa of the opinion that 
when, for years, for deoades, the doctrine Is preached that the Slav 
raoe is an Inferior raoe, and Jews not even human, then suoh an out¬ 
come Is Inevitable." 

But the Defendant Frank spoke the final words of this chapter of 
Nazi history when he testified In this Court : 

• 

"We have fought against Jewry i we have fought against It for 
years I and we have allowed ourselves to make utterances and 
my own dla*y has become a. Witness against me In this connection - 

utterances whloh are terrible . A thousand years will pass 

and this guilt of Germany will still not be erased". 

The antl-JewlBh polloy was foraulated in Point 4 of the Party 
. Program whloh deolared "Only a member of the race oan be a oltlzen. 

W A membdr of the raoe can/bi one who Is of German blood, without 

consideration of oreed. Consequently, no Jew can be a member of the 
race". Other points of the program declared that Jews should be 
treated as foreigners, that they should not be permitted to hold 
publlo office, that they should be expelled from the Reioh If It 
were impossible to nourish the entire population of the State, that 
they should be denied any further Immigration Into Germany, and that 
they should toe prohibited from publishing German newspapers. The 
Nazi Party preaohed these dootrlnes throughout its history. DER 
8TUERMER and other publications were allowed to disseminate hatred 
of the Jews, and In the speeches and publlo declarations of the Nazi 
leaders, the Jews were held up to public rldloule and oontempt. 

. With the seizure of power, the persecution of the Jews was 
Intensified. A series of discriminatory laws was passed, which 
-^limited the offices and professions permitted to Jews; and res¬ 
trictions were placed on their family life and their rights of 
oltlzenshlp. By the autumn of 1938, the Nazi policy towards the 








Jewe had reaohed the stage .where it was direoted towards the 
complete exclusion.of Jews from German life. ’Pogroms were % 
organized,- which inoluded the burning andjlemollshing^pf synagogues 
the looting of Jewish businesses, and the arrest of prominent 
Jewish business men. A oolleotlve fine of 1 billion marks was 
imposed on the Jews, the seizure of Jewish assets waB authorized, 
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and the movement of Jews was restricted by regulations to oertaln 
specified districts and hours. The creation of ghettos was 
oarried out on an extensive eoale, and by an order of the Seourlty 
Polioe Jews were compelled to wear a yellow star to be worn on the 
breast and baok.

It was contended for the Proseoutlon that certain aspeots of this 
anti-Semltlo polioy were oonneoted with the plans for aggressive 
wai\4 The violent measures taken against the Jews in November 1938 
were nominally in retaliation for the killing of an offiolal of the 
German Embassy in Parle. But the deolslon to seize Austria and 
Czechoslovakia had been cade a year before. The imposition of a 
fine of one billion marks was made, and the oonfleoatlon of the 
financial holdings of the Jews was decreed at a time when German 
armament expenditure had put the German treasury in difficulties, 
and when the reduction of expenditure on armaments was being 
considered. The steps were taken, moreover, with the approval 
of the Defendant Ooerlng, who had been given responsibility for 
eoonomlo matters of this kind, and who was the strongest advocate 
of an extensive rearmament program notwithstanding the financial 
difficulties. 

It was further said that the oonneotlon of the anti-Semltio 
polioy with aggressive war was not limited to eoonomlo matters. 

The German Foreign Offloe oiroular, in an artlole of 25 January 
1939 entitled "Jewish Question as a Faotor in German Foreign 
Polioy in the Year 1938". described the new phase in the Nazi 
antl-Semitlo polioy in these words i 

"It is oertalnly no coincidence that the fateful year 1938 has 
brought nearer the solution of the Jewish question simulta¬ 
neously ^ith the realization of the idea of Greater Germany, 

^ since the Jewish polioy Was both the basis and oonsequenoe of

The Nazi persecution of-Jews in Germany before the war, severe 
and repressive as it was, cannot compare, however, with the 
policy pursued during the. war in the occupied territories.

wear the yellow star, and were used as slave laborers. In the 
summer of 1941, however, plane were made for the "final solution" 
of the Jewleh question in Europe. This "final solution" meant 
the extermination of the Jews, whioh early in 1939 Hitler had 
threatened would be one of the oonsequences of an outbreak of war, 
and a spoolal seotlon in the Gestapo under Adolf tlchnann, as head 
of Seotlon B 4 of the Gestapo, was formed to oarry out the polloy. 

The plan for exterminating the Jews -was developed shortly after 
the attaok on the Soviet Union. Einsatzgruppen of the Security 
Polloe and BD, formed for the purpose of breaking the resistance 
of the population of the areas lying behli^t the Geromn armies in 
the East, were given the duty of exterminating the Jews in those 
areao. -The effectiveness of the work of the Elnsatzgruppen is 
ehown by the faot that in February 1942 Heydrloh was able to report 
that Estonia had already beon oleared of Jews and that in Rica tho 
number of Jews had been reduced from 29,500 to 2,500. Altogether 
the Elneatzgruppon operating in the occupied Baltio States killed 
over 135,000 Jews in three months.

Nor did these special units operate completely Independently of 
Arm8d Poroes. There is a clear evidenoe that loaders 
of the Elnsatzgruppon obtained the 00 -operation of Arny oomnandors. 
in one oase the relations between an Einsatzgruppo and the military 
authorities was described at the time as being "vory dost, almost 
cordial | in another oase the smoothness of an Einoatzooamando's 
operation was attributed to the "understanding for this procedure" 
shown by the Army Authorities. 

Units of the Security Polloe and SD in the ooouplod territories 
of the East, whioh were under olvll administration, woro given a 
similar task. The planned and systoaatlo oharactor of the Jewish 
persecutions la best illustrated by the original report of the S 8 
Brigadier-General 8 troop, who was in oharge of tho destruction of 
the ghetto in Warsaw, which took plaoe in 1943. Tho Tribunal 
Motived in evidenoe.that report, illustrated with photographs, 
bearing on its title page 1 *The Jewish Ghetto in Warsaw No linger 
f 8tp1 ** 8 of reports sent by Stroop to 
the Higher S 8 and talloe Fuehrer East. In April and y of 19 V* 
in one report, Stroop wrote 1 \ _ - 

"The resistance put up by the Jews and bandits could only be 
suppressed by energetlo actions of our troops day and night. 

The Relo^sfuehrer SS ordered therefore on 23 April 1943 the 
cleaning out of the ghetto with utter ruthlessneoo and moroi- r 
less tenacity. I thjrefbre deoided to destroy and burn down 
the entire ghetto, vithou^regard to' the armament factories.

These factories were systematically dismantled and then 
burntj. Jews usually left their hideouts, but 
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, frequently remained in the burning buildings and Jumped 
out of the windows only when the heat became unbearable. 

They then tried to orawl with broken boneB across the street 
into buildings which were not afire.... Life in the sewers 
was not pleasant after the first week.► Kany times we oould 
hear loud voices in the sewers... Tear gas bombs were thrown 
into the manholes, and the Jews driven out of sewers and 
oaptured. Oountless numbers of Jews were liquidated in 
sewers and bunkers through blasting. The longer the resistance 
continued, the tougher became the members of the Waffen S3, 
Polioe and Vehrmaoht, who always discharged their duties in 
an exenplary manner". 

Stroop reoorded that his aotlon at Warsaw eliminated "a proved 
total of 56,065 people. To that we have to add the number of those 
killed through blasting, fire, eto., which oannot be oounted". 

Grim evidenoo of mass murders of.Jews was also presented to the 
Tribunal in cinematograph films deplotlng the oomnunal graves of 
hundreds of vlotims whloh were subsequently discovered by the 
Allies. 

These atrooitles were all part and paroel of the policy in¬ 
augurated in 1941,• and it is not Surprising that there should 
be evldenoe that one or two German officials entered vain protests 
•against the brutal manner in which the killings were oarried out. 
But the methods employed never oonformod to a single pattern. 

The massaores of Rowno and Dubno, of whloh the German englnoer 
Graebe spoke, were examples of one method; the systematic exter¬ 
mination of Jews,in concentration oamps, was anothor. Part of the 
"final solution" was the gathering of Jews from all Geraan-oooupied 
Europe in oonoentratlon oamps. Their physical condition was the 
test of lifq or death. All who were fit to work were used as 
slave^afcorers in the oonoentratlon oamps; all who were not fit to 
work were destroyed in gas chambers and their bodies burnt. Certain 
ocpioentr&tlon oamps suoh as Treblinka and Ausohwitz were set aside 
for this main purpose. With regard to Ausohwitz, the Tribunal 
***ard the evldenoe of Hoess, tho commandant of the oamp from 1 Kay 
1940 to 1 Deoember 1943. He estimated that in the canp of 
Ausohwitz alone in that tlmo 2,500,000 persons were exterminated, 
and that a further 500,000 died from disease and starvation. Hoess 
desorlbed the screening for extermination by stating in evldenoe i 

"We had two S8 doctors on duty at Auschwitz to examine the 
inooming transpoxts of prisoners. The prisoners would be 
marched by one of the dootors who would make spot decisions 
as they walked by. Those who were fit for work were sent 
into the oamp. Others were sent immediately to the exter¬ 
mination plants. Children of tender years were invariably 
exterminated since by reason of their youth they 
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were unable to-^ork. Still another Improvement we made 
over Treblinka was that at Trebllnka the victims almost 
always knew that they were to be exterminated and at 
Auschwitz we endeavored to fool the victims Into thinking 
that they were to go through a delouslng process. Of oourse, 
frequently they realized our true Intentions and we sometimes 
had riots and difficulties due to that fact. Very frequently 
women would hide their children under their clothes, but of 
course when we found them we would send the children in to bd* 
exterminated". 




He described the actual killing by stating : 

"It took from three to fifteen minutes to fclll the people 
In the death ohamber, depending upon climatic conditions. 

We knew when the people were dead because their eoreamlng 
stopped. We usually waited about one half-hour before we 
opened the doors«.and removed the bodies. After the bodies 
were removed our speolal commandos took off the rings and 
extracted the gold from the teeth of the oorpaes". 

Beating, 'starvation, torture, and killing were general. The 
inmates were subjected to oruel experiments at Dachau In August 
1942, viotlps were Immersed In cold water until their body 
temperature was reduced to 28°Centlgrade, when they died 
immediately. Other experiments Included high altitude experiments 
In pressure chambers, experiments to determine how long human 
beings could survive In freezing water, experiments with poison 
bullets, experiments with oontagloue diseases, and experiments 
dealing with sterilization of men and women by /-rays and other 
,methods* 

Evidence was given of the treatment of the Inmates before and 
after their extermination. There was testimony that the hair of 
women vlotlmi was out off before they were killed, and shipped to 
Germany, there to be used In the manufacture of mattresses. The 
clothes, money and valuables of the Inmates were also salvaged 
and sent to the appropriate agencies for disposition. After the 
extermination the gold, teeth and fillings were taken from the 
heads of«the oorpses and sent to the Relchsbank. 

After orematlon the ashes were used for fertilizer, and In 
some Instances attempts were made to utilize the fat from the 
bodies of the vlotlms In the commercial manufacture of soap. 
Speolal groUDS traveled through Europe to find Jews and subject 
them to the "final solution". German missions wore sent to suoh 
satellite oountrles as Hungary and Bulgaria, to arrange for the 
shipment of Jews to extermination oampe and It Is known that by 
the end of 1944, 400,000 Jews from Hungary*had been murdered at 
Aueohwltz. Evldenoe has also been given of the evacuation of ** 
110,000 Jews from part of Rumania for "liquidation". Adolf 
Eiohmann, who had been put In charge of this program by Hitler, 
has estimated that the 
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polioy pursued respited in the killing of 6 million Jews 
of whloh 4 million were killed in the extermination institutions.

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CRIMES AGAINST HUMANITY 

For hie 2= years of speaking, writing, and preaching hatrod of 
the Jews, Stretcher was widely known as "Jew-Baiter Number One". 

In his speeches and articles, week after week, month after month, 
he infected the German mind with the virus of anti-Semitism, and 
faff# • incited the German People to active persecution. £aoh Issue of 
Der Stuermer, which reached a circulation of 600,000 in 1?35» was 
filled with such articles, often lewd and disgusting. * 

Streloher had charge of the Jewish boycott of 1 Apx11 1933» ho 
advooated the Nuremberg Decrees of 1935. Ho wac xoeponslblu fox 
the demolition on 10 August 1935 of the synagogue In Nuremberg. 

And on 10 November 193? h e spoke publicly In suppoxt of the Jowleh 
pogrom whloh was taking plaoe at that time. 

But It was not only In Germany that thle defondant advocated 
his dootrines. As early as 1935 he began to oull fox t..o annihil¬ 
ation of the Jewish raoe. Twenty-threo different articles of Lor 
Stuermer between 193$ and 1941 were produced In evidence, In whloh 
extermination "root and branch" was preached. Typical of his 
teachings was a leading article In September 193- which termed 
the Jew a germ and a peot, not a human being, but "u parasite, an 
enemy, an evil-doer , a disseminator of dlseasoo who must bo 
destroyed In the lntoroet of mankind". Other articles argo- that 
only when world Jewry had boon annihilated would the Jewish 
problom have boon solved, and predicted that 50 yoaiu hence the 
Jewish graves "will proolalm that this people of murderore and 
orlmlnals has after all mot Its deoorved fate". Strolohei. In 
February 1940, published a letter from one of Der Stuermer's 
readers whloh ooopared Jews with swarms of locusts whloh must bo 
exterminated completely. Such wap the poison StreIchor lnjuotod 
Into the minds of thousands of Gormans which caused thou to follow 
the National Socialist policy of Jewish perpeoutlon and extermin¬ 
ation. A leading artlelo of Der Stuermer In *fey 1939 shows cluax-ly 
his aim i 
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"If the danger of the reoro.action of that caret of 
c *° d In the Jewish blood Is finally to coae to an end, 
then there 16 only one way the extermination of tfc 
people whose-father Is the devil." 

And In February 1944 his own article stated : 

"Whoever does what a Jow Joes Is a scoundiel, a criminal. 

And he who repeats and wished to copy him.deserves the 
same fate, annihilation, death." 

With knowledge of the extermination of the Jewt in the Occupied 
Eastern Territory, this defendant continued to write and publish 
his propaganda of death. Testifying In thl6 trial, he vehemently 
denied any knowledge of mass executions of.Jews. But the evidence 
raakeB It clear that he continually recolvcJ current Information on 
the progress of the "final solution". His press photographer was 
sent to visit the ghettos of the &aat In the spring of 1943, the 
time of the destruction of the Warsaw ghetto. The Jowleh nows-’ 
paper, Israelltlsohes Wochonblatt, which Strolcher rooelvod and 
read, oarrled In each Issue accounts of Jowleh atrocities In the 
East, and gave figures on the number of Jews who had boon deported 
a « od# ?or exaa Pl°> Is 8job appoarln;* In the summer and fall 

of i942 reported the death of 72,729 Jews In Varraw, 17,542 In 
a 2 <5 5A* 1 ? ,0 $° ln , Cr ? atla . 125,OOC In Rumania, 14,^0 In datvla, 
85,000 In Yugoslavia, 700,000 In all of Poland. In hovombor 1943 
Streloher quoted verbatim an article from tho IsraelIt is ohsc 
Woohenblatt whloh stated that tho Jews had virtually disappeared 
from Europe, and commented "This lo not a Jewish llo." In L'eoumbor 
1 i 42> 4 r? forrl ?P. t0 artlola In the London Tlux-e about the 
atrooltloa, aiming at extermination, Strolohor said that Hitler 
had given warning that the seoond World War would load to the 
destruction of Jewry. In Januaiy 1943 he wrote and puollehed an

This statement was shortwaved by the Office of 1-r Information 
to appropriate areas and was also widely covered by neutral Riropean

In addition to newspaper and radio coverage afforded the 
statement throughout Europe,2/ at the request of the head of the 
■atholic Church in Switzerland the statement was read from Catholic 
pulpits all over that country. The statement was also given to the 
clandestine press and dropped from the air over Hungary.3/

June 33, 1944, a resolution was Introincel In the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives by Congressman Sol Bloom, Chairran of t v e House Coa- 
alttee on Foreign Affaire. Ms resolution called voon the Secre¬ 
tary of State to urge that the Government of Turkey "In the In¬ 
terests of humanity facilitate the entry into Turkey of refugees 
who can escape fron the Basis, cud establish in Turkey a refugee 
canp In which such persona can be temporarily sheltered." 2j 

Upon learning of this resolution, however. Board Representa¬ 
tive Hlrschaanu cabled that, in view of the cooperation being ob¬ 
tained fron the Turkish Government, any publicity on the Bloom 
resolution, -Ither in Turkey or the United States, would actually 
be harmful. On the matter of the proposed establishment of a refu¬ 
ges canp in Turkey, Board Representative Hlrsehsanr. pointed out 
that up until that tine transportation to Palestine had been 
promptly arranged for all refugees managing to reach Turkey fron 
the Balkans. Even if such transit fee 111ties should break down, 
Reprosontativo Hlrschnann pointed out that the absorptive capacity 
of the Jewish conmunlty of Istanbul would undoubtedly be adeouate 
for temporary refuge. 


Later In June 1944 Executive Director Pehle not with the House Coo- 
mlttse on Foreign Affairs, in executive session, to suaumrlrc ac¬ 
tivities and objectives of the Board. Following this mooting, on 
June 28, 1944, nembers of the Committee prepared and rlgned a state, 
mont deploring the plight of European war refugees and proving 
the activities of the Board.

The text of this statement was promptly cooainlcated to Board 
representatives in key Itolted States Missions abroad for trans¬ 
mission to appropriate authorities in Qreat Britain and the neutral 
countries. 1/ As in the past, Office of War Information facilities 
were helpfully enlisted in publicising the statement. The Swiss 
press, in particular, published it widely and arrangements were 
made for its transmission to Hta\gary.2/ *

Nazi Atrocities In Hungary Denounced by Secretary Hull . At 
his radio and press conference on June 26, 1944, Seer alary of State 
Cordell Hull acclaimed the resolution of the House Coomittee assert¬ 
ing that there could not be too many protests against the wholesale 
murder practiced by the Nazis. Secretary Hull reiterated this 
Oovomment's intention of seeing to it that those pjilty of such 
human conduct would be fittingly punished. 


In the course of his radio sid press ccnferenoe a short time 
later, Secretary Hull issued a new denu: elation of the threatened 
extermination of the Jews in Hungary. In a prepared statement dated 
July l4 t 1944, Secretary Hull declared!

"The horror and indignaticr felt by the American 
people at these cold-blooded tortures and awssacres has 
beat voioed by the President, by the Congress and by 
hundreds of private organisations thrcxighcxit the coun¬ 
try. It is shared by all the civilised nations of the 
world. 

"This Government will not slacken its efforts to 
rescue as many of these unfortunate people as can be 
saved froa persecutions and death. 

"The puppet Hungarian Government, by its violation 
of the most elementary human rights and by its servile 
adoption of the worst feature's of the Nail 'racial policy* 
stands condemned before history. 

"It may be 1Mtile to appeal to the humanity of the 
lnatigators or perpetrators of such <xj wages. Lot then 
know that they cannot escape the Inexorable pxinir. liman t 
which will be meted out to them when the power of the 
evil men now in control of Hungary has been broken." 

Hull Statement ctn Edst<*o lAirders. In the coirse of this can- 
ference Secretary hTil pointed to the"cold-blooded murder of the 
population of Distomo in Oreece as "another shocking oxanple of the 
reipn of terror which the Nails have introduced in ftirope and which 
becomes more savage as they become more desperate."^/

Declaration by Hungarians in the United States . In July, 1944, 
the Board relayed to key United States liissicns aVroad a declara¬ 
tion made by '.Ion gar Ians currently living in the United States, 
solemnly warning every Hungarian *trcm the highest to the lowest" 
perpetrating or serving as an accessory to crimes against minority 
peoples "that he will have to bear ftill responsibility for hls acts 
and will not be permitted to invoke as an extenuating circumstance 
the fact that He has only carried out orders of a superior mthorlty." 
The declaration ended with on appeal to all true Hungarians to ex¬ 
tend all possible assistance to their persecuted and tortured fellow 
countrymen. 2/

warfare pro gran. Despite the high hopes engendered by a prcaisin 
military situation, there was every reason to believe that the Ge. 
man army and the guilt-ridden Oestapo would use their *ming power 
to consummate Hitler's threat to make Europe Judanrein. To fore¬ 
stall this possibility, the Board asked the OTHce of War Informa¬ 
tion to renew broadcasts warning the Nazis that they would be held 
accountable for their crimes and pointing out that the Government 
and people of the United States, shocked by the brutality of such 
incidents as the sinking of the "lfefkura,"l/ were determined to 
seek out and exact the hall penalty from tHose responsible for such 


At the Board's suggestion, appeals were also beamed to the 
French underground, asking the aaquls to make a special effort to 
protect the thajsends of helpless men, women, and children confined 
in concentration camps in Prance. The Office of War Information 
likewise continued the broadcasting of messages to partisans in the 
Low Countries, in Czechoslovakia, and in Poland, urging them to do 
everything possible to frustrate the Neal plan to exterminate their 
Jewish compatriots. 


Hull Statement on Polish Atrocities , (h October 10, 19 
Secretary Hull issued the following statement concerning the 
threatened extermination of additional thousands in Poland* 


"The United States Government hae been informed by 
the Polish Government that it had received reliable in¬ 
formation that German officials in Poland are making 
plane for the extermination of tens of thouemde of in¬ 
nocent persons, Polish citizens and other nationals of 
the United Nations, and Jewish deportees from areas under 
German control in Europe in the concentration camps at 
Brzezinki aid Oswieclm. The United States Government 
takes this occasion to warn again the German Government 
and Nail officials that, if these plena are carried cut, 
those guilty of such murderous acts will be brought to 
juetioe and pay the penalty for their heinous crimes."

The Board advised Board Representative McClelland that it had 
for some time been considering an approach along the lines of his 
suggestion.?/ 


Geraois Warned in Eisenhower Statement. Through cut its exis¬ 
tence the board was repeatedly urged by private agencies to arrange 
for additional statements by President Roosevelt and by military 
authorities warning the Hermans against the persecution and exter¬ 
mination of per sen a held in forced-labor battalions and in ccnoen- 
tratioo^camps. In the belief that a warning by military authori¬ 
ties would to some extent inhibit Nasi ruthlessness and at the same 
tino carry wore weight than a pronouncement which night be inter¬ 
preted as a political gesture, the Board drafted a proposed state¬ 
ment for issuance by Oenoral Eisenhower. 


Aa a result of these efforts and after dearanoe with the 
appropriate Allied military authorities, the following warning to 
the Herman people waa issued by General Eisenhower an November 7, 
1944i 


"German st You have in ycur midst a great many men 
in concentration camps and forced labor battalions. 



"GormansI Do not cbey any orders, regardless of 
their s<x.rce, urging you to molest, harm or persecute 
them, no mutter what their religion o^Batlcnality may 
bo.

Efforts made throu^i the State Department to induce Soviet 
military or civil authorities to issue a similar warning oroved un¬ 
successful. 

Soviet Action Again Uryed. Toward the end of January, 1945, 
the .-oard learned through Kepresantative Manr. in London that repre¬ 
sentatives of the Czech Government-in-Exile and of various Jewish 
groups had approached the Soviet Onbassy there, pointing out the 
possibility that, as the Red Armies approached the camps at 
Cswledm and Blrkenau, the Germans would make last-minute efforts 
to exterminate those interned. They urged th.t the Soviet Govern¬ 
ment endeavor by all possible means to protect the camp inmates 
from last-minute slaughter at the hands of the Germans. In view uf 
the nearness of Soviet foroes, it was felt that warnings by- the 
Soviet Government wcwld be helpfbl and effective. Board Representa¬ 
tive Mann had been asked to support this request.1/ 

The Board isBodiately cabled the United States Embassy in 
Moscow, asking that appropriate representations be made to Soviet 
authorities caiceming the desirability of addressing suitable warn¬ 
ings to the Germans In those localities by radio and otherwise.2/ 

Board Advised Office of War Inforc*tlcn on Progranslng . Ir. 

Janu iry, 1945, the l^oard relayed to thV'Offtce cf W.»r Tnforn.itl x 
information it had received concerning conftisiai and division nf 
views within the ranks of German officialdom with regird to tne 
Jewish question; whether because of fear of punlshrwt. the deal-* 
to establish alibis or is a result of defects in the Krzi machinery 
of control, officials cn tha spot seemed not so determined as they 
cnce were to follow to the letter instruction* from the authorities 
in Berlin with regard to the treatment of Jew-.. The Board pointed 
out that the policy of the central G*rm*k rtth ritios had neverthe¬ 
less grown even more ruthless, if anything, an that they appare. tly 
intended to exterminate the Jews still alive In ^rnan-controllei 
territory as such territory was evict a ted in the face of Allied ad¬ 
vances, so that, ironically, the daiTer to these Jews becano greater 
with every Allied military success.

Last-Minute Dangers Increased. From reports received during 
Fobruary and March, 194$, it seemed clear that the situation of 
civilian internees in Germany and German-occupied areas had gram 
more and more precarious. Camp populations were shifted from one 
area to another, cn foot and over long distances; since thousands 
of persons were unable to endure the rigors of these forced marches, 
the number of deaths increased. It was feared that, as the Gernuns 
wore faced with mounting difficulties, they wculd cease all 
attempts to feed internees who were not useful in their war effort.2/ 

As Allied troops overran more and more German territory, they 
found cne concentration canp after another where Allied prisoners-' 
of-war, interned civilians, ind slave laborers imported into the 
Reich had systematically been starved, tortured, and murdered. 

Although news reports from Germany indicated that internal 
telephone and telegraph connections were disrupted and it was hopod 
that any sudden last-minute extermination of civilian detainees 
might thus be precluded by 1 irk of centralized S.S. control, there 
was nevertheless good reason to fear that the Nasi program for the 

« 9rmlnation of those people night be carried <wt hot oily by the 
L hierarchy but by rowing bands of terrorists or by individual 
DAns. The Board therefore urged that the State Department give 
serious and inr.ediate consideration to the issuance by this Oovem- 
srcnt of a new warning addressed to all groups and individuals in 
Germany, fltating that this Government considered such acts as death 
caused by starvation and neglect the same as mrder in cold blood 
and ounishable as war crimes.3/

FOREWORD

Two young Slovak Jews - whose nines will not be disclosed for 
the time being In tho interest of their own safety - have been 
fortunate oneugh to escape after spending two years in the concen¬ 
tration canpa of HIHXENAU, AUSCHWITZ and LUBUN-VAJEANtK, where 
they had been deported in 1942 from SI0VAKIA. 

One of them was sent on April 13, 1942 from the assembly camp 
of SUED directly to AUSCHWITZ and then to HIttthhAU, while the 
other was sent fran the camp of N07AKY to LUHUN on Juno 14, 1942 
and, after a short stay there, transferred to AUSCHWITZ and. Inter, 
to WFXENAU. 

The following roport (bos not contain everything th*oo two 
man experienced during their captivity, but only whut ono or both 
together underwent, hoard, or experienced at first hmd.f No 
individual improusiono or Juugnents are recorded and nothing 
passod on from hearsay. * 

The report starts with the story of tho young Jew who was 
rmoveti from SbhED. Tho account of Ida experiences in BIKXWaU 
begins ot the time the aocond Jew arrived there <ind is, therefore, 
baseo on the atatonenta of both. Then follows the inrtiviuual 
narrativo of the socond Jew who was sent from »?,.KY to LUHUN 
and from there to AUSCHWITZ. 

The declarations tally with all the trustworthy yet frwpnen- 
tary repoi ts hitherto roceived, and the oatea givon with regard 
to transports to vnricue canps agree with tho official record*. 
Those ct.-.temonts can, therefore, be considered as entirely credibl*,

On the 13th April, 1942 our group, consisting of 1,000 men, 
ras loaded into railroad cars at the aaaeo t fly camp of SERED. 

The doors were shut so that nothing would reveal the direction 
of the Journey, and when they were opened after a long while to 
realized that we had crossed the Slovak frontier and were in 
ZHAREON. The train had until then been guarded by Hlinka men, 
but was now taken over by SS guards. After a few of the cars 
had been uncaipled from our convoy, we continued on our ray 
arriving at night at AUSCHWITZ, where we stopped on a sidetrack. 

The reason the other cars were left behind was apparently the 
lack of roan at AUSCHWITZ. They Joined us, however, a few days 
later. Upon arrival we were placed in rows of five and counted. 

There were 643 of us. After a walk of about 20 ninutes with air 
heavy packs (we had left Slovakia well equipped), we reached 
the concentration canp of AUSCHWITZ. 

We were at once led into a huge barrack where on the one 
side we had to deposit all our luggage and on the other side 
completely undress, leaving our clothes and valuables behind. 

Naked, we then proceeded to an adjoining barrack where air 
heads and bodies were shaved and disinfected with lysol. At 
the exit every man was given a number which began with 28,600 
in consecutive order. With this nunber in hand iw wore then 
horded to a third barrack where so-called registration took 
place. This consisted of tattooing the numbers we had received 
in the second barrack on the left side of our chests. The ex- 
tromo brutality with which this was ef fee tod nado many of us 
faint. The particulars of our identity wore also recorded. 

Then we were led in groupe of a hundred into a collar, and 
later to a barrack whore we were issued striped prisoners' 
clothes and wooden dogs. This lasted until 10 a.m. In tho 
afternoon our prisoners' outfits wore token away from us again 
and replaced ty the ragged and dirty remains of Russian uni¬ 
forms. Thus equipped wo were marched off to BIRKEZ1AU. 

AUSCHWITZ is a concentration comp for political prisoners 
undor so-called "protective custody." At the time of ny arrival, 
that is in April of 1942, there were about 15,000 prisoners in j c 
the camp, the majority of whom were Poles, Germans, and civilian 
Russians under protective custody. A small number of prisoners 
came under the categories of criminals and "work-ohlrkors." 

AUSCHWITZ camp headquarters controls at the same time the 
work-camp of BIRXENAU as well as the farm labor camp of HARUENSE. 

All the prisoners arrive first at AUSCHWITZ where they are pro¬ 
vided with prisoners* innatriculation ambers end then are 
either kept there, sent to BIRKENAU or, in very small numbers, 
to HAR1EKSB. The prisoners receive consecutive numbers upon 
arrival. Every number is only used once so that the last number 
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always corresponds to the number of prisonurs actually in tl»e cmp. 
At the time of our cscapu, Wait is to toy at the boj;inning of 
April* 1944, the mmbor hod risen up to lfi0,000. At the cutset . 
the nun burs were tottoood on the left breast, hut lotor, duo to 
thoir » ucorrdnp blurroa, on tins left foruoro. 

All priboners, irrespective of category or nationality, ore 
trusted the a;.no. However, to facilitate identification, they 
ore <llstin|niiched by vorious coloured ti leaflet s« wed on the 
clothinj; on the 1 .ft breast under the iiwutricuL'- tlon ninbor.

The camp entry 
road cute across the row of houses, while over the entrance 
Cate, which is of course always heavily guarded, stands the 
ironic inscription* "Work brings freedom."

At a radius of sees 2,000 rasters the whole carp is encircled 
ty a second line called "the tdg or outer chain of sentry posts" 
also with watchtowers every 150 meters. Between the inner and 
outer c h a in of sentry posts are the factories and other workshops. 
The towers of the inner chain are only manned at night when tho • 
high-tension current is switched into the' doublo row of wires. 
During daytime the garrison of the inner chain of sentry posts 
Is withdrawn, and tho men take up duty in the outer chain. 

Escape through these sentry posts - and many attenpts have been 
node- is practically impossible. Getting-through the inner 
circle of poets at night is completely impossible, and tho 
towore of the outer chain ore oo close to one another (one 
every 150 meters,, i.o. giving each tower a sector with 
a 75-moter radius to watch) that approaching unnoticed is 
out of the,question. The guards shoot without worming. 

Tho garrison of the alter chain is withdrawn at twilight, 
but only aftor it-has been ascertained tfiat all the prisoners 
aro within tho inner dr ole. If tho roll call reveals that 
a prisoner is m issing, sirens inaediatoly sound the alarm. 

The men in the outer chain .remain in their towore on the 
lookout, the inner chain is manned, and a systematic ooarch is 
begun by hundreds of SS guards and bloodhounds. Tho siren tringo 
the whole surrounding countryside to a state of alarm, so that if 
tho escapee has been successful in getting through

brought back to camp (it is easy to identify the corpse by means 
of the tattooed nuaber) and seated at the entrance gate, a small 
notice clasped in his hands, reading: ■Here I an." During our two 
years* imprisonnent many attenpts to escape were made by prisoners 
but, *lth the exception of two or three, all were brought back 
dead or alive. It is not known whether the two or three eacapoea 
who were not caught actually managed to get away. It can, however, 
be asserted that among the Jews who were deported from SLOVAKIA 
to AUSCHWITZ or BIBXfcNAU we are the only two rtx> were lucky enough 
to save ourselves. / --'t

Actually there la no such district as BIBKENAU. Even the 
word KCHKQJAU is new in that it has been "adopted* from the nearby 
Birch Forest (BHEZINSKI). The district now called HUUSNAU was, 
and is still, called "HAJSKA" by the local population. The exist¬ 
ing cmp center of BIBXENAU lies 4 kilometers distant from 
AUSCHWITZ. The outer control sones of both BU&B4AU and AUSCHWITZ 
meet and are merely separated by a> railway track. We never found 
anything out about NEW-BKHUN, probably about 30 to 40 kilometers 
away which, oddly enough, we had to indicate as postal district 
for BIBKENAU. 

At the time of our arrival in HIRXEMAU we found there only 
one huge kitchen for 15,OCX) people and three stone buildings, 
two of which (were completed and one under construction. The 
buildings were but rounded by an ordinary barbed wire fence. The 
prisoners were housed in these buildings and in others later 
constructed. All are built according to a standard model. Bach 
house is about 30 meters long and 8 to 10 meters wide. Whereas 
the height of the walls hardly exoeeda 2 meters, the roof is 
disproportionately high - about 5 meters - so that* the house 
gives the impression of s stable surmounted bjra large hayloft. 
There is no inner ceiling, so that the room reaches s height of 
7 'motors in the center; in other words the pointed roofing rests 
directly on the four walls. The room is divided in two by 
a partition ruming its whole length down the middle and fitted 
with an opening to enable communication between the two parte 
thus separated. Along both side walls, as well es alcng the 
middle partition, two parallel floors, soma 80 ’centimeters 
apart, have ! been built which are in turn divided into small 
cells by vertical partitions. Thus there are three floors 1 
the ground floor and the two built in the aide walls. Normally 
three people live in each cubicle. As can be judged from the 
dimensions indicated, these cubicles ere too narrow for a man 
to He stretched out and not high enough for him to sit upright.

no question of having enough space to stand upright. In 
scce 400 to 500 people are accomodated in one house or 
as they are also called. 


Too present canp of BIRKBHAU covers an area of 8one 1,600 by 
500 meters wliich is surrounded - similar to ADSCH3ITZ - fcy a so- 
called snail or inner chain of sentry posts. Work is now 
"proceeding on a still larger canpound which is to be added 
later on to the already existing canp. The purpose of this 
extensive plaming is not known to us. 

Within a radius of ‘2 kilometers, as with AUSCHWITZ, 

BIRKBHAU is also surrounded by an cuter chain of sentry posts 
with the sane typo of watch ays ten as at AUSCHfITZ. 

Tho buildings wo found on our arrival had been e rooted by 
12,000 Russian prisoners of war brought there in December, 1941- 
In severe winter weather they had to work under inhuman condi¬ 
tions as a result of which noet of then, with the exoeption of 
a snail number employed in the kitchen, died of exposure. They 
woro numbered from 1 to 15,000 in a series which had no connec¬ 
tion with the ordinary canp numbering system previously described. 
Whanovor fresh conveys of Ru ssian prisoners arrived, they were not 
issued tho current AUSCHWITZ prisonor masbers, but received thoee 
of deceased Russians in the 1 to 12,000 series. It is, therefore, 
difficult to estimate how nary prisoners of this category passed 
thr ough the canp. Apparently Russians were transferred to 
AUSCHWITZ or BIRKENAU on disciplinary grounds fren.regular 
prison er-of-wr cmaps. Wb found what remained of tbo Russians 
in a terrible state of destitution and neglect living in tho 
unfinished bu i ld ing without tho slightest protection against cold 
or rain. They died "en masse.f Hundreds and thousands of their 
bed lea wero buried superficially, spreading a stench of-pestilence 
Inter we had to exim 20 and burn the corpses.

Jews worked at the construction of buildings, whoreas the French 
Jews had to do spade work. After three days I tjps ordered, to¬ 
gether with 200 other blovnk Jews, to work in the (himan armament 
lictoriea at nUi>Qft/I T4, but we continued to be housed in BIKXUJAU. 
•7e left early in the morning returning at night ana worked in the 
carpentry shop na well as on road construction. Our food con¬ 
sisted of one litre of turnip soup at aioday and *>00 grams of bad- 
broad in the ovoning. Working conditions wore inconceivably hard, 
co that the majority of us, wooker.ed bj starvation ar.d the in- 
eciblW food, could not stand-it. Tho mortality was so high that 
.ivory day our group of 200 had 30 to 35 dead. Many were simply 
boaten to death by tho overseers - tho 'topes' 1 - during work, 
without the slightest provocation. Tho gaps in our ranks caused 
by these denths were replaced dolly by prisoners from BIKKillAU. 
Our return at night woe extremely painful and dangerous, us wo 
had to drag along ovur a distance of 5 kJ,lometors our tools, firo 
wood, heavy caldrons, and the bodies of those who had died or had 
boon killed during the working day. With^these heavy loads we 
wore forced to maintain a brisk pace, ana anyone incurring the 
oisploAsure of one of the "Capos" was cruelly knocked down, if 
not beaten to death. Until tho arrival of the soaond group of 
Slovak non some 14 days later, our original number liua dwindlod 


to 150. At night wo wore counted, the bodies of tho dead were 


piled up on flat, narrow-gauge cars or in a truck^and brought to 
tho Birch Forost (Hlu&INSKf) where they wore burned in a trench 
several meters deep and about 15 motors- long, bvory day on our 
way to work we met a working party of 300 Jewish girls from 
Slovakia who were employed on ground work in the vicinity. They 
wore dressed in old kussian uniform rags and wore wooden clogs. 
Their heads wore shaven and,. unfortunately, we could not speak 
to them. 



Fron the first and second transports 120 non were chosen 
(including rays elf) and placed at the disposal of the a dninist ra¬ 
tion of the canp of AUSCHTOTZ, which was in need of doctors, ' 
dontists, intellectuals, and clerks* This group consisted of 
90 Slovak and 30 French Jews. As I had in the meantime managed 
to work cy way up to a good position irr BIRKHiAO - being in 
caroand of a group of 50 nen, which had brought ne considerable 
advantage - I at first felt reluctant to leave for AOSCHOTZ. 
However, I was finally persuaded to go and left. After eight 
days, 18 doctors and attendants as well as three further persona 
were selected fron this group of 120 intellectuals. The doctors 
were used in the "sick buildi n g" or "hospital" at AUSCBTITZ, 
while we three were sent back to HUBBUB. Vy two cceradee, 
Ladislav Braun fron Trnava and Gross fron VrbovA (?), both of 
whom have since died, were sent to the SlovAk block while I was 
ordered to the French section where wo were employed at collect¬ 
ing "personal data" and at "nursing tto sick." Tho remaining 
99 persona wefT-aent to work in the grovel pit where they all 
died within a short tine. 


Shortly thereafter a so-called "sick-building" (Kronkohbau) 
was set up. It was destined to bccco? the- ouch dreaded "Block 7" 
whoro at first I was chief attendant and later administrator. 

The chief of this "infiraaiy" was a Polo. Actually this buildix* 
was nothing else than an asscably centre for death candidates. 

All prisoners incapable of working wero cent thero. There was no 
question of any medical attention or care. Be had sooo 150 dead 
daily and tholr bodies wero sent for cremation to ADSGHBJTZ. 

At the sane tine the oo-oalled "selections" were introduced.

During tho month of tebruary, 1943, two 
contingents arrived daily. They included 
Polish, French, and UitchJswo who, in the 
main, were sent to the gas chambers. The 
mmber gassed during this month can well 
be estimated at 90,000. 

At the end of February, 1943 * new modem crematoriun ond 
gassing plant was inaugurated at BIEKLNAU. The gussing and burning 
of the bodies in the Birch Forest was discontinued, the whole job 
being token ovor by the four specially built crematoria. The largo 
ditch was filled in, the ground levelled, and the ashes used as 
before for fertiliser at the farm labour camp of HEBItftfSK, so that 
today it is almost impossible to find traces of tho dreadful mass 
murder which took place here. 

• 

At present there are four crematoria in operation at BIRKENAU, 
two large ones, I and II, and two smaller onos, III and IV. Those 

of type I and II consist of 3 parts, i.e.i (A) the fhmaoo room;,_ 

(B) the large hallj and (C) the gas chamber. A hugs chimney ritfbo \ 
from the furnace room around which are grouped nine furnaces, each 
having four openings. Each opening can take three normal corpses 
at once and after an hour and a half the bodies are coupletoly 
burned. This corresponds to a daily capacity of about 2,000 bodies. 
Next to this is a large "reoeption hall* which is arranged so os 
to give the impression of the antechamber of a bathing establish¬ 
ment. It holds 2,000 people and appar«tly there is a similar 
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waiting room on the floor below. Fron there a door and a few 
steps le ad dorm into the very long and narrow gas ehmaber. 

The walls of this dumber are also camouflaged with simul ated 
entries to shower rooms in order to mislead the victims. Bie 
roof is fitted with threo traps which can be hermetically 
closed from the outside. A track leads from the gas chamber 
towards the furnace roccu The gassi n g takes place as follows* 
the unfortunate victims are. brought into ha l l (B) where they 
are told to undress. to oonplote the fiction that they are 
going to bathe, each person receives a towel and a small piece 
of soap issued by two nen clad in white ooats. Then they ere 
crowded into the gae chamber (C) in such numbers that there 
io, of couroej only standing rocwu To oompress this crowd into 
the narrow space, shots are often fired to induoe those already 
at the far end to huddle still closer together. When everybody 
is the heavy doors are c lo sed. Then there ia a short 

pause, presumably to allow the room temperature to rise to

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The internal adniniatrati.cn of the camp of BIRKKKAU ia run 
by aptdaily selected prisoners. The “blocks" are not inhatitec 
according to nationalities but rather according to working cate¬ 
gories. kach block ia supervised by a staff of five, i.o., 
a block eldest, a block recorder, a rale nurse, and two atten*ir.r.tc.

Ho wears an ana band with the r.unbcr of his block, and is 
responsible fcr order there. He has powor over life ar.d death, 
t'ntil February, 1944 nearly 50 percent of the block eldests wore 
Jews but this was stopped by order of HEMJN. They all had to 
resign with the exception of three Jews who. In spite of this 
order, were able to keep their posts. 



He ia the block eldest's right hand, does all the clerical 
werk, keeping the index cards and records. Hia work Is of great 
responsibility and he has to keep his ledgers with painful exact¬ 
itude as the index cards only indicate the nunber and not tho 
name of tho prisoners; errors are fatal. For instance, if the 
recorder has noted down a death by miatako - and this often 
occurs with the unusually high mortality - the discrepancy is 
simply strnightoned out by killing the bearer of the correspond¬ 
ing numbor. Corrections aro not admitted. Tho block recorder 
occupies a key post which io often misused.

Further we have a “chief recorder" whose position is undoubted¬ 
ly one of the scat powerful in the camp. He is in direct contact 
with oamp headquortero, receiving their orders aid reporting on all 
matters. All camp recorders are directly subordinated to him and 
have to subnit all their reports to him. The chief recorder of 
BIRKLNAU iai 
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Kaaimtr GORK, No. 31,029, a Polo from WARSAW, a former bank 
clerk. 

The supreme control over the blocks lies in the hands of 
six to eight "block leaders," all S3 men. E v e r y night they hold 
roll call, the result of which ia comamicated to* 

The Caop Leader, "Unterstuimfflhrei* SCH57ARZHUHER, from the 
Tyrol. This individual is an alco h ol i c and a sadist. Over him 
ia the camp commander who also oontrola AUSCHWITZ where there 
is a second subordinate camp leader. The caap commander' s name 
isi HCES3.

Tho Chief of a work squad or group ia called the "Capo." 

IXiring work the "Capo" has full authority over his group of 
prisoners and not infrequently one of these "Capos" kills a man 
working under him. In larger squads there may be several "Capos" 
who ore then under the orders of a "Capo-in-chief." At first 
there wero many Jewish "Capos," but an order from BERLIN pro- 
hibitod their being employed* 

Supreme control over work is carried out by German 
specialists. 


II. MAJDANSK 


On June 14, 1942 we left OTAR, passed through ZILDiA and 
arrived at STARDOM toward 5 o' dock in the evening, we were 
aaaomblod, oounted, and S3 men took over our oonvoy. One of these 
guards voiced his surprise at the fact we had made the journey 
without water by toutingi "Those Slovak barbarians, give than 
no waterl" The journey continued and we reached LUBLIN two days 
later. Here the following order was issued! "Those fit for woxk 
aged between 15 and 50 are to leave the cars. Children and old 
people remain." We struggled out of the freight oar and dis¬ 
covered that the station was surrounded by Lithuanians in S3 
uniforms, all aimed with automatic pistols. The cars containing 
the children and old people were iamediately dosed and the train 
moved on. We do not know where they went and what happened to 
them. 

The S3 troop leader in command informed us that we had a long 
way ahead of us, tut that whoever wanted to take his luggage with 
him could do so. Those who preferred to put it on a truck would 
certainly receive it later. So some of us dragged along our 
luggage, whereas others loaded it on the truck. 






Behind the town stood a clothing factory called the 
" FekleS dungcrcrke." In the courtyard waiting for their noon 
meal some l,CCO prisoners in dirty striped clothing, obviously 
Jcv.*c, were lined up and tho sight of thpr. was nono toe encour- 
Arriving on a snail hill -.re suddenly sighted the vast 
barrack cai-p of UAJDAIEK surrounded by a 2-eetox^high barbed- 
wiro for.co. .'Io sooner had re gone through tho entrance gate 
tlian I not a prisoner who rrornod me that all our personal 
belongings would bo taken away. Around us stood Slovak Jens 
in a rrotched condition, their heads shaven, in dirty prison 
clothes and wooden clogs or simply baro-focted, many of then 
having swollen foot. They begged us for food and wo gave them 
what wo could spare, knowing very roll that everything would bo 
cojvfi seated anyway. ?fo rcro then conducted to tho stock room 
where wo had to leave everything ro possessed. At double tine 
wo wore horded into another barrack where we hod to undross, 
wero shavod, and given a showor. After this wo wore issued 
convict outfits, wooden clogs and caps* 

I was asrdgnod to "working section No. 2" as the whole 
carp was dividod into throe such sections separated by wire 
fences* Section No. 2 was occupied by a number of Slovak 
and Csoch Jews. For two full days wo wore taught how to ro- 
movo and put on our caps when wo not a Goman. Then in tho 
pouring rain wo practiced roll calling for hours*

Tho barrack accommodations wore quite original to say the 
loast* Throe long tableo (nearly as long as tho barrack itoolf) 
had boon placed one on top of the othor* Theso comprised our 
"bunks" (4 floors of than, that is ground floor plus the throo 
tables)* A snail passago was kopt opon along tho walls. 

Our food consisted of a fairly thick "soup** early in tho 
morni ng which had to bo oaten with tho hands* Tfo got tho sane 
ooup again at lunch.

I decided to take an opportunity wldrh was offerod to ne end 
apiilied for a transfer to AUSCHWITZ. 

On June 27, 1942 I discarded ry prirenor'•* outfit and 

travelled to AUSCHWITZ in civilian olothos.

After a joumoy-of 48 hpuro during which we wore ccwpod up 
ir. freight care without food or water, re arrived at AUSC.'V.TTX 
half dead. At the ontranco gate the hugo pootor, "Work brings 
frcodoia," greeted us. Aa tho courtyard was dean ar.d well kept, 
and tho brick twildings nado a good itprosrion after tho dirty 
and primitive barracks of LUBLIN, tw thouglit that tljo change rea 
for tho best. Wo were taken to a collar and received tea and 
broad. Next day, however, our civilian dothes were taken away, 
our heado wore shaved, and our numbers were tattooed on our fore¬ 
arms in the usual way. Finally, wo were issued a sot of prisoner's 
clothes similar to those wo had worn in LUBLIN and woro enrolled 
as "political prisoners" in the concentration coop of AUSCHNITZ.

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Wo wore billeted in "Block 17" and slept on the floor. In 
an adjoining row of buildings separated from ours by a high nail, 
the Jewish girls fron Slovakia, who had been brought there in Jiarch 
and April of 1942, wore quartered. We worked in tho huge "BUNA" 
plant to which wo woro herded every naming about 3 a,n. At midday 
our food consisted of potato or turnip soup and in tho evening we 
received sons bread. During work wo were terribly nistroated. As 
our woxking place was situated outside tiro large chain of sentry 
posts, it was divided into snail sectors of 10 x 10 ooters, each 
guarded ty an SS nan. Whoever stopped outside theso squares during 
working hours was iraaodiately shot without naming for having 
"attonptod to escape." Often it happened that out of puro spite 
an SS nan would ordor a prisonor to fetch sen* givnx object outsido 
his square.' If ho followed tho ordor, ho was shot for having loft 
his assigned place, Tho work was extrcnely hard and there woro no 
rest poriodo. The way to and fron work had to bo covered at 
a brisk railitaxy trot; anyone falling out of line was shot. On 
ny arrival about 3,000 people, of when 2,000 woro Slovak Jews, wore 
working on this oiqplocenont, Vory few could bear tho strain and 
although oscapc acomd hopeloss, attempts wore nado every day, 

Tho result was several hangings a wook. 

• • 

After a nunber of weoks of painful work at the "BUKA" plant 
a torriblo typhus opidonic broke out. The weakor prisoners died in 
hundreds. An innodiatc quarantine was ordered and work at tho 
"BUNA" stoppod. Those still alive wore sent, at the end of July, 
1942, to tho gravel pit but thoro work was oven still noro 
strenuous, '.Vo were in such a state of weakness that, even in 
•trying to do our best, wo could not satisfy tho overseors. Nost 
of us got swollen feet. Due to our inability to perfom tho heavy 
work donondod of us our squad was accused of l*cinr lazy and dis¬ 
orderly. Soon after a medical comission inspected all of us; they 
carriod out their job vory thoroughly. Anyone with swollen foot 
or particularly woak was separated fron tho rest. Although I was 
in groat pain, I controlled nysolf and stood croct in front of the 
comission who passed no as physically fit. Out of 300 persons 
exarainod, 200 were found to be unfit and irrcdiatcly rent to 
BIHUNAU and gassed. I was then detailed for work at the UAVf 
(Deutsche Aufrilstungsworko) where wo had to point skis. Tho pro¬ 
scribed rdninun to be painted each day was 120. Anyone unable to 
paint this rany was thoroughly flogged in the evening. It meant 
working very hard to avoid this puaislrccnt. Another group was on- 
ployed at naking cases for hand grenades. At one* tine 15,000 load 
been corfclotod but it was foujvi that they were a few centimeters 
too snail. As punishment several Jews were shot for sabotage* 

Somewhere around the middle of August, 1942 all the .'••wish 
girls xren Slovakia who lived next to our quarters, on the »ihor 
side of tho wall, were transferred to BIn2.ENAU. 1 'ad *tlx- oppor¬ 
tunity to talK to tJw. and was able to roc how woa.: and half-rta-wi 




all of them were. They were dressed in old Russian uniform rags 
and wore wooden clogs. Their heads were shaven clean. The same 
day t* again had to undergo a strict examination and those sus¬ 
pected of having typhus were removed to the Birch TTood. Tho 
remainder were shaved afresh, bathed, issued a new sot of clothes 
and finally billeted in the barracks tho &rls had just left. 

By chanco I learned that there was an opening in the "clcaranco 
squad 1 ' and I handed in ay application. I was detailed to this 
task. 


This squad consisted of about a hundred Jewish prisoners. 

YTe were sont to a far comer of the camp, away from all our com- 
radee. Here we found huge sheds flail of knapsacks, suitcases, 
and other luggage. We had to open each piece of baggage and sort 
tho contents into large cases specially prepared for each cate¬ 
gory of goods, i.e. combs, adrrore, sugar, canned food, chocolate 
medlolnee, etc. The casos were then stored away. Undonear, 
shirts end clothes of all kinds rant to a special barrack, whore 
tlwy wore sorted out and pocked by Jewish girls. Old and rem 
clothes rare addresaod to the "TEXTILE FACTORY" at lOMEL* whereas 
the usuable garments wore dispatched to a collecting cor.ter in 
DDtLIN. Gold, money, bank notes, and precious stor.os hod to bo 
handed over to the political section. Many of theco objects raro 
however, stolen by tho SS guards or by prisoners. A brutal and 
vile individual who often struck the women is cocrandor of this 
squad. Ho is SS "Scharftihrcr" TTOXEFY. 


Every day the girls who care to their work from BXRXENAU de¬ 
scribed to us tho terrible conditions prevailing thoro. They wer 
beaten and brutalised and their mortality was moh higher than 
among tho men. Twioe a week "selections" took place, and every 
day now girls replacod thoso who hod disappeared. 


During a night shift I was able to witness for the first time 
how incoming convoys were handled. The transport I sow contained 
Polish Jews. They had received no water for days and when tho 
doors of the freight care were open we were ordered to chase 
them out with loud sheuts. They were utterly exhausted and about 
a hundred of them had died during the journey. The living wore 
lined up in rowe of five. (Xir job was to remove tho dead, dying, 
and the luggage free the oars. The dead, and this included any¬ 
one unable to stand on his feet, wore piled in a hoop. luggage 
and parcels were colleoted and stacked up. Then the railroad cars 
had to be thoroughly cleaned so that no trace of their frightful 
load was left behind. A concise ion from the political department 
proceeded with the "selootion" of approximately 10 percent of the 
men and 5 poroent of the ik cen and had thee transferred to tho 
camps. The remainder were loaded on trucks, sent to BUtKENAU, 
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tut! .;asued while tlv? dead and dyinfc wort taken directly to th* 
furnaces. It often Iiapponod that snail d>il«jr* a n wor? thrown all*/'- 
into Ur? trucks alonr with the lead. Paro-ls and l'uypgr wro

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Thoir declarations cocpleto the first report, particularly in re¬ 
gard to the arrival of tbs Hungarian Jews in HIRKENAU. They also 
odd certain new details not contained in the previous accounts. 

It has not been possible, however, to check the origin of this 
“socond report" as closely as it was the first# 


After the flight of the two Slovak Jews from BIRKENAU on 
April 7, 1944 great excitenant reigned in the caap. The 
"Political Division" of the Gestapo instituted a thoroughgoing 
investigation, and the friends and superiors of tho two escapees 
were closely questioned, although in vain# Since the two had 
held posts as "block recorders," all Jews exercising such func¬ 
tions, ty way of punishnont and also as a precautionary measure, 
wore removed and, as the Gestapo suspected that they had suc¬ 
ceeded in escaping through Building No# 3, the outer chain of 
sontry poots was considerably shortened so that now it cuts 
through the middle of Building No. 3.

At tho boginning of tho month of April, a transport of Greek 
Jews arrived, of when about 200 were admitted to tho camp. The 
remainder of circa 1,500 woro ijwaodiatoly gassed.

Since the niddlo of Kay tho newly arrived Jews no longor re¬ 
ceived consecutive numbers, as formerly. A now nun be ring system 
was inaugurated beginning with No. 1 preceded by the tattooed 
letter "A." ifc do not know tho reason for this measure. At the 
time of our flight on Hay 27, 1944 about 4,00Q Jews had received 
those now numbers.

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On March 24, V»42 no tore gathered together in special 
'o^.-tf-.oUng coll'' :ia. ' of the L'opteluplch prison in Cracow. ic' 
knew that our gmup c n-Isting of oO man was to be sent to the 
con-.jntration cap of 0!>iI££[U (aU-CI>ITZ)... «t S o'clock the 
next .naming, t.»o So guords appeared with lists nnd started 
counting th*u«» ;resont. .ie ‘.ad to undress and wait. Finally 
•he doors won? opened ;uw wo cwurt.'t sight of two colunns of SS 
.•uuiJs and uoltcemon with fixud basnets. In tho courtyard two 
trucks wore parked in each of which 10 men had to take thuir 
places, lheso t»ucka wore quite snail end the space on tho 
inside was uivldcn in two by a chain running across the middle. 
Tl-e fliat to untur )tad to stand with bait heads, whoieas the 
others crouched ««oun between the legs of the standing men. In 
this way it was possible to fill up ti.o vory swell space with 

10 men. Wo woru loajou In with blows from rifle-butts, shouts 
and kick0* In tho soo nd separated section of the truck, two 
SS men stood guard with Machine guns. Ho departed. Behind us, 
at a oertnin •dotance, followed motor-cyclists with machine guns. 
Our trucks wore hermetically closed so that there was no pos¬ 
sibility of oooing where te wore going. Our Joumoy lasted 

1 1/2 hours with several short stops. Our limbs grow stiff as 
thero was no possibility of changing one's pooltion, and one 
of our mon who was up against the chain bocane unoonscious. He 
was brought back to his oenaoo by blows from the guards. At 
last we arrived, otoggored to the ground, ana found ourselvos 
standing in front of a goto over which we could resdt ?Work 
brings freedom.* Insine, on orchestra was playing. This was 
AUSCHWITZ and it npponred that ws were expected. 

Wo wore linod up in colusJfc of fivo (s system applied on 
every, conceivable occasion in the coop) and the names of the 
"newcoraero" were once more read out. The man called up had 
immediately to run ovor to the one rending the roll und place 
himself in a line with those already summoned, after Having 
received his number from the hen do of an assistant. From this 
moment on, names were replaced by nuabqre. This system of 
"rocoptidn" wau maintained until the summer of 1943. Later, 
oil tho prisoners (with the exception of Gomans) had their 
ninbero tattooed on -their upper fb re arms, which had been the 
practice in tho case of ths^Jews*from the beginning. This 
whole numbering eyuten was apparently opplied to lessen the 
possibility of eocape -end to make it oaeier to Identify the 
bodino. Thooe numbers were handed to us by the "block leader" 
named STU$A, after which wo went bareheaded and Mcoompenied by . 
tho orchostra into the camp itself. The clock stood at 

11 e.m. After a short visit to the "stock" room, we were shut

up in a barrack until 5 p.n. There x acre- visit**! by a nuaber 
of old innateJ who earnestly begged "-3 to give the? »ur witches, 
rings, lighters, ami -igcreitas to avoid their being confiscated. 
Any food brought with is should he eaten at or.ee, as it would bo 
taken away as -.will.. Ir. return, the ;iriso;,ers ju-osiisci us bread, 
soup, otc., once we were officially incorporated into thoir ranks. 
At last the Cape (a sort of emp overseer) arrived nr.d iellverod 
a short talk in which he stressed that a prisoner couli riot exi3t 
in this carp for rcore than two nonths without the help of his 
corrados; and thi3 *»s to be confirmed later on by numerous 
examples. Oat of tire 60 originally in ry group I «is to be the 
only survivor. 

At 5 p.n. wo were horded out into the corridor. There v.e liad 
to undress and pack ■-'ur clothes into bundles provided with our 
respective nurbors. Wo otood thore naked. All wc were allowed to 
keen wore a bolt and two handkerchiefs. I wanted to keep a sraall 
holy picture, bit o:ic of the prisoners who acted as assistant in 
tiheso’operations dissuaded me, saying: "It isn’t worth while; 

70 U will r»roly bo Inughed as and it will finally be taken any¬ 
way." .First, our hair was cut short and then our '.xads shaved, 
after which we \tore givon a bath. The water was very warn. All 
those preparations prior to being admitted as an inmte to tho 
carp took place in "31ock 27.." .*toxt, although it was srowing, 
wo had to ran to "block 26" whore tho clothing room .wis loco tod. 
7core wo -.tore issued our prisoner’s outfits which consisted of 
a shirt, underpants, shoes, socks, a warn jacket, trousors, vest, 
cap, and blankot. Everything was filthy, patched, and practically 
worn out. jackot, for instance, could bo buttoned up in front, 
but tho back and sleeves merely consisted of black strips of 
cloth patched together. Finally this oporation '•one to an ond 
and wo.were again lined up in rows of five and token to ono of 
the "blocks." Thore wo wore awaitod by the "block leader" (most * 
of thon were Poles fron ’Jppor Silesia) t*o initiated us into the 
nysteries of barrack’ duties. * 7 e woro instructed in swooping and 
cleaning the dormitories, in taking off our caps -then comandod, 
and how to koop in line ond step. Orders .tore givon in Gercon 
and whor. badly carried out the blcck leader grew furious and 
struck pooplo right and left. The evening roll coll finally put 
an end to these exorcises. The block loader then assembled his 
people in front of thoir respective blocks and, & turn, all the 
block loaders presented their figures to the chief recorder or 
clerk. If the number of prisoners tallied with the records, 
the roll call was over; actually tho whole tiring ceremony wa 3 
nothing also but one of tho numerous ways in which tho 
prisoners -.wire nist«?si»i. firing 1340, 1941, and 1942 the roll 
call -/as usually expected to Inst at least an horn- in all 
weather conditions - frost, rain, or snow - the jrisoners having 
to wait patiently with bare heads. If an escape was reported.

■hich resulted in a "manco" at evening roll call, all those 
assembled had to aait outside until the result of the search 
was known. The search parties usually returned three or four 
hours later and with disastrous consequences for all the 
prisoners' health. In 19$0, for exa^>le, one escape cost the 
lives of a hundred inmates. It was during severe winter weath 
and the prisoners were forced Watand out of doors from 300 
in the afternoon until 11 o'clock the next morning, aa a resul 
of which a hundred totally or half-fro sen men were oo unted. 


After the roll call wa returned to our blocks where we were 
alio ted "rooms j" w« slept three to a bed. Old-timers told 
the beat thing to do waa to use our clothing as a pillow; o 
wise something waa bound to- be stolen. So we lay down without 
having had the slightest bit of food the whole day. The 
■reception" had been ao strenuous and exhausting that all of us 
immediately fall asleep. 

At 4 a.a. we were-awakened by a gong and frightful oonfuslon 
ensued. About 100 people were eowpreeaed into the small hall 
apaoe and in a wild stampede each one first tried to tidy up. his 
bed (the block leader would not tolerate the smallest wrinkle in 
the bedding) and dress himself. There was no question of wash¬ 
ing. Ten minutes after the gong had sounded the "room eldest" 
arrived and kicked ev er yone out into the qorridor as the "rocma” 
had to be cleaned. The oorridor was thronged with people who 
flocked together from all over the block. Most of them had « 
managed to get 'dressed. There was really aoaroely room to move 
in this crowd and we were pushed against walls end squashed 
into comers and often kicked or hit for no apparent reason. 

After havii* been in the oesp for over 24 hours, we finally 
reoeived acme oold, unsweetened ooffee, after which there was 
a further welt of one and one-half hours until roll oall| then 
all tha prisoners ware taken to work.. The newoomera were at 
first told to fill in questionnaires in *xich they bed to.

It was strictly forbidden nefc to give an address or nei to write, 
*8 "they* obviously needed «n address to *ileh tha death of 







violet to nenbers .of the "iiibelforschcr" religious sect. Jr. 
audition, a large letter indicated the nationality of the 
prisoner,-such aa for the Poles,,etc. For Jews the 
insignia wag cor.posed of a yellow .triangle on which was sewn 
a second triangle whose color corresponded to the "crime," the 
whole forming a Jewish star. Froa this narking systen one 
could therefore rapidly pick out, for instance, a Polish Jewish 
political prisoner or a Jewish "wbdB-olacker," etc.. 

• • 

***** '.Then we had finished searing on our triangles and numbers, 
wc were herded over to the "infimary" where we were to be 
"oxanined" by a Goman doctor regarding our physical aptness for 
work. Again we had to undress and stand in a chilly corridor 
for almost three hours, shivering, as the weather was still very 
cold even at the end of March. We net old acquaintances who 
were working in the infimary and their first concern was to have 
nows of their relatives. Upon the doctor's arrival we had to 
present ourselves in groups, standing stiffly at attention. All 
that was required of us was to stretch out an am, move the 
fingors, turn around and narch off. The examination consisted 
of nothing noro and all of us were,of ccur*,considered fit for 
work. Hadn't wo ccne hero for this very purpose and besides, 
didn't ''Work bring freedom?" We know only too well wljat it 
meant to be considered unfit for works being taken away and 
condemned to "liquidation" by gas. At last we received our first 
warn nourishment in 36 hours. 1 The camp food consisted of coffee 
or cold toa (made from acorn leaves, etefi) in the nomine and 
soup, thick or thin a3 the case night be, at nidday. Fron the 
time of our arrival at the camp we had soup made fron water and 
tumios during fully, five months. After evening roll call we 
received 300 grans of bread, although its weight was. usually con¬ 
siderably diminished try tJie time it reached the prisoner. On 
Mondays and Saturdays, 300 to 400 grans of cheese were dis¬ 
tributed. It was sene sort of a crude hone-cade, peasant cheese 
which often contained more worms than cheese. Rations furthor 
included 1/2 kilo of margarine for twelve persons* distributed 
every Tuesday, Thursday, or Friday; and blood sausage or red 
sausago on Wednesdays and Mondays. These rations represented * . 
approximately 300 to 400 grans. In addition to nargarTHr on 
Tuesdays and Fridays we also received a spoonful of narnelade 
per person. Since the barrel,'howover, bore a l|fcel stating that 
the narnelade was destined for the camp,.its quality was corre¬ 
spondingly bad. Theoretically, the above are the rations each 
innate received bat^oractically,-aNgdbd part'll* then were stolon 
bofore they were actually distributed. In the evening, tea or 
coffee was distributed with the broad. The soup had to be licked 
up, a3 most of the prisoners did not possess spoons. I forgot to 
mention that wo had to eat our food squatting on our haunches as 
a punishment by the rocn eldest to us nowcooers for having crowded 
around the soup kettle during distribution. 


After our noal wo wore sent to the identification service 
whore photographs free throe different angles wore taken. So 
on that day the canp picture gallery was incroasod by 60 more 
criminals! Ono by one we roro called up, and I noticed that my 
ccnrades cane out of the-photographer's rocc looking frightened. 
Dewar el It was my turn. I was seated on a chair and photo¬ 
graphed. 7/heff I tried to got up, the floor started moving and, 
losing my jrfalar.ee, I was thremn against the wall. It was 
a practical Joke played by tho photographers, (all of when are 
Poles) in sotting tho revolving platform in notion when one got 
up.» It was not surprising that they sonetimes had to have some 
kind of amusement even at the expense of their canp comrades. 

We then roturned to our quarters and by that time the roll call 
waii again due. So ended-our socond day in canpj and the next 
morning we were to bo marched off to work with all the other . 
inmates. * ^ 

• 

All the prisoners had to work except the sick, those in 
"quarantine," and thooo confinod to their colls. The total • 
canp strength was divided into camp cocsaandos or squads which 
were oach haaded by a "Capo," or leador, and several foremen. 

At tho head of largo working wits was a "Chief Capo" who was 
assisted by several “Capos" and formaen. The size of one of these 
squads varied free ono to several hundred men. Although the Capo 
was really in chargo, a foreran often took over a group of ten, 
twenty,, or thirty workmen. The head of tha labor administration 
choso tho "Capos," with the consent of tho "Chief Capo," the 
prisoners being assigned to'squads by the central a&ainistration. 
Work started after tho morning roll coll, i.o. in summer from 
5 o.m, to 12 m. and 1 p.m. to 6 p.m., in winter fren 7 a.n. to 
.3 p.m. without interruption. ¥hare wero workshops for craftsman, 
farmors, Industrial workers, and various technical trades, Many, 
particularly thoso in favor, worked in the canp administration. 

The comp was provided with an "infirmary," a "canteen," 
a laundry, a bakery, and a slaughter house. Thus prisoners with 
cortain technical training- could, in principle, work in their own 
trades. Intellectuals, liberal professional men, shop keepers, 
or office workers were the worst off and they represented fully' 

70 percent of the total nuabor of prisoners. Tho latter were 
all employed as unskillod labor in tho worst and hardest jobs, 
such as the coal and gravel pits. The mortality among them was 
frightfully high. But it soenod to bo the aim of the , C0B*> 
administration to kill then off as rapidly as possible. 






l$r first Job was with a d em ol i tion squad* Since the area 
surrounding the camp of AU3CH5TITZ had been evacuated for 
a radius of alaost 100 kilometers, all bulletins, unless taken 
over by the camp, had to be torn down. Even new buildings were 
demolished. Our work consisted in tearing down such houses and 
was exceedingly strenuous, particularly sinoe we were expected to 
work at top speed. A squad consisting of 50 men was supposed to 
d e m o l i s h a large building within three to four days; and we wore 
instructed to salvage all building matorial. The roof of a house, 
for instance, had to be carefully taken d<*ra and all planks, | ' 
beans, tiles, etc., stacked away. Nothing was to be broken; in 
fact, the slightest damage to anything resulted in an irradiate 
and severe beating with 4 shovel or pick handle. The walla had 
to be broken dom literally by hand, brick by brick, the cenent 
sticking to each brick being afterwards rmoved and the bricks 
piled neatly up. Even the foundations had to be torn out and 
the ground afterwards levelled so that no trace of the house 
remained, kany non died at this work, not only from exposure 
and the otrain, but free falling walls end beans - especially 
tho^ who were elderly or slow. Fron the 50 who sot out in the 
morning seldom more than 40 returned on their own legs. The 
remainder were either brought as coxpaoe or in a state of com¬ 
plete collapso in wheelborrcsra or on boards. The so poor souls 
still were expected to appear at evening roll coll, after which 
they were taken to the infirmary. From ry working comrades who 
wont there I never saw one alive again. 


Hy work with this squad lasted over a month. I was then 
transferred to the ditch-digging squad. Trenches of fron 2 1/2 
to 3 motors deop had to bo dug, and for the last *50 centimeters 


we workod standing in water. 


were, of course, not allowed 


to leave the trench during work, and this Job was considered os 
one of the hardest in the oanp. Many died at it daily. Some 
tine later I was-shifted to the "concroto squad" uhoro I had to 
heave heavy posts and sacks of ccnant; but after the arrival of 
row prisoners I was detailed to the making of concrote^brickc. 
This hod the advantage of at least being work under a roof, which 
was very important inasmuch as work went on regardless of the 
weather. ' #* • 


In addition, the prisoners wore continually nistreated and 
struck by cceanando loaders, Capoe, and farenon. In general, any¬ 
one holding a ccroanding position in the camp liked to give 
special emphasis to hia position of superiority. Naturally, the 
character of the person concerned played a considerable rolo; but. 
the fundamental rule was the direct responsibility of the Jhperior 
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for '-is inferiors, each individual being i** turn responsible 
to tao collectivity. 


These circlestanccs fostered the “stool pigeon" system. 
For ptajS.bf'one day a working conrado discoverod a fer piece 
of turnip which he carefully hid. He continued his wort bit, 
Iron tine to time, took surreptitious bites off his treasure. 



a few sinutes later. It nust bo r«tccbered that the Capo is 
absolute naster of-his coraando, and that evorybody tries to 
got into his good graces. Unfortunately, this favor often had 
to bo attained to the detriment of the well-being or semetines 
even of tho lives of other prisoners. The Capo proceeded to 
search our comrade and, finding the piecos of turnip, knocked 
tho wo ok o nod man to the ground, hitting hia brutally about the _ 
head and face and in tho stomach. Ho then ordorod him to sit • 
up, hands outstretchod in front of hia on tho ground with 
a weight of bricks on each hand; tho plocos of turnip woro stuck 
in his mouth. All the son wore then assembled and informed that 
the unfortunate man was to stay in this position for a whole hour. 
We woro warnod that this pwniotaent would befall any mambor of 
the cocreando who committed a similar “offense.“ Tho condemn od 
non underwent this ordeal/guarded by one of the formal, very 
eager to fulfill hia task to the satisfaction of the Capo, so 
that.he hit our friend overy tine ho tried to shift his position 
slightly. After 15 to 20 minutes the nan became unconscious, but 
a bucket of water was poured over hin and he was again forced 
into his original position. After he had slumped over senseless 
for a second time, his body waa thrown aside and nobody was 



Or anoth orf> example i on Easter Monday, 1942 the weathor was 
extreaely bad with a heavy snowfall. We wore sitting In the mud 


_ Coranando Chief appeared and barked tho following orderi “Discard 
caps, coats, and Jacks to l" Sick kith fear for what might follow, 

.. we obeyed and continued working in our shirt sleeves.. The Capo 
sneered at ust “You dirty Poles, now you can oelobratel" 

• A young prisoner, not more than 16 jeers old, had hidden in 
^ a trench. Ue waa terribly thin and so trembling with the cold 
that he evidently did not hear the order.• Or perhaps he didn't 
care whether he heard it or not. The Capo, howev e r, had mean¬ 
while staggered off (he was half 1 drunk) sinoe he didn't intend 
to rmaain out-of-doors in this wretched weather* As a matter of 
fact, he cared very little shout the prisoners; the sooner they 
died, the better* The enow had stopped falling, but in tho cold 
wind ws froze in our shirt sIosvjm; certain death awaited us. 
Kobody knew ifcsn the Capo might oome back, perhaps In a mcnant. 
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perhapa in a week, or in a month. Wh 11a we waited, the snow 
atarted to fall again. A few foramen came runnii* in bur 
• direction from a etove around which they had bean sitting, 
to aee how we are getting on with our work. One of them 
<11 a covered the hidden youngster and shouted i "All your 
clothes off, at once, you a wine l ■ Aa the kid did not react, 
the foreman pounoed on him and atarted beating hint "Undress 
or I will beat the life out of you or, better still, I will 
report you to the chief." At that moment the Capo arrived. 

A sharp blow of a whistle* "Pall ini" Ve formed our ooluana 
and knew that it meant "atickii* together." He were led 
into an open space where we sank ankle-deep in mud. Now the 
“sport* started, "townI UpI Quick march! etc." Va literally 
rolled in the mud. "Flatten outl Jumpl fen! Hands out front 1" 
tia wero covered with mud from head to foot and scarcely able 
to stand. The "exercise" had now been going on for about half 
an hour. Tb finish we had to do "push up" exercises, alternately 
lying down flat and supporting our bodies on our hands. "Up, 
town. Up, town!" The Chief of the Cosmonto inspected the rows 
and saw an old man who was unable to continue. Inmedlately an 
S5 guard threw himself upon him nd kicked him in the heed and 
face with heavy hob-nailed boots. Whan at last the poor old man 
gave no further sip of life, he wae left alone. We Were then 
allowed to stand up and oontinus with our work. The badly 
injured man was carried over to a dry spot among pilsa of 
bricks. Ha opened his eyes, tried to say something but ooulto't 
utter a word) and wa hod to leave him as in the mean time the 
order was given to reauae work. The result was that at the end 
of the djy we carried home another corpee. But we had grown uaod 
to it. rto marched and sang Jolly Oerman songs, aa the Capo 
wonted it to be eo. The Comando Chief walked alongside the 
group| he grinned* "You do sing well!" 

torlng my work in the "oonorete squad" I caught pneumonia 
(as was found out later). At the beginning I avoided the 
■infirmary" and hoped I would get over it. I knew too well 
what happenod there and that aeldom one left the place alive. 

But I became so weak that I could hardly move, and finally had 
f° fcj" 1 becaiM completely indifferent. In one way I was 
lucky that my friends in the "infirmary" took care of me eo ttmt 
f ^Joy "privileged" conditions. When I entered 

the "Krankenbau" it wae composed of three different buildings* 
Block 28 - internal illnesses Block 20 - infectious illnesses 
Block 21 - surgery. Later on three new "blocks" (Blocks 19, 9, 
and 10) were attached to the "infirmary." They composed the 
so-called "Hygiene Institute.■ Here, sterilizing by X-ray 
treatment, artificial insemination of women, as well as 
oxperimoite on blood transfusions were carried on. Hale and 
fooale prisoners, especially Jews, served as "guinea piga" for 
these experimmts. This "block" was completely isolated from the 
rost of the comp so that news from it reached ua only very aeldom. 
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It was not easy to be acinitted to the "infinnary, u 
as the "minimum 11 symptom ias a fever of from 38. t to 39 
negree3 (C). Light cases of fever wore not ad-dtted. All 
applications for transfer to the "infirmary 0 had to be sub¬ 
mitted to the chief of ore's own "block," who had the right 
to reject any such request. Then the sick person hau to 
wait for hours in the courtyard of the "infirmary" before 
being called in for preliminary exsrdnntion. If the doctor 
(a prisoner) considered him worth treating, he had to un¬ 
dress and usually take a cold bath before being presented to 
the German doctor, after further long hours of waiting. The 
sick were classified into two groups, "«ry«wis" and Jews. 

These groups were again subdivided into furtlier groups, of 
which the first included the sick who were to remain in 
hospital, being considered "curable." The second consisted 
of extremely run down patients, chronic coses, and the half- 
starving or mutilated whose reoovery could only be effocted by 
a long stay in the hospital. This group was practically 
condemned to death by phenol injections in the heart region. 
Facial considerations ployed an important role. An "Aryan" 
really had to be aorioualy ill to bocondannod to death by in¬ 
jection, whereas 80 to 90 percent of the Jews "hospitalized" 
thero wore "eliminated" in this mannor. Many of tnera know 
about thlo method and applied for a<tainsion aa so-called 
"uuicido candidates," not having the courage to throw then- 
solveo on to the high tension wlreo. 


This oituution lastod during the idiole of 1942 until the 
time the moss extermination of interned Jews at AUliCHWITZ began. . 
Danger of death by injection did not only thronten tho newly- 
arrived hospital cases or casualties. From time to time 
(usually once a month) tho Gomoh doctor ueed to effect 
n minute control of all the elate. In each ward an attondant 
(usually a doctor) had to "prObunt" ooch patient and give full 
account of hie illneoe. If 'tfce patient'o otay happened to have 
exceeded a month, or if he were very weak, he was lleted. 

Tho German doctor always kept the elck records of the condemned 
so as to avoid any attempt at interference on the part of the 
prieonors themaolveo. bach such special chook-up by the German 
doctor usually roeulted in a list of 200 to 400 men condmnned 
to death, while the "normal" death list of the daily routine 
inspection varied from 20 to 80. The injections were given on 
the oame day. The new patients who were booked for the "syringe" 
(ns it was colled in the camp Jargon) receivod no clothes and had 
to remain waiting in tho corridor - nakod. They were then led * 
from Blook 28 to Block 20 where the "operation" took place in 
a apodal room. An S8 man by the nwne of tflhR, a shoemaker by 
profession, gave the injeotione. He hed taken up this poet in 
the hospital os a eimpla SS private, but was later promoted to 
85 "group loader^" althoutfi practicolly a moron. He also 




received supplementary food rations and was awarded the Iron 
Cross. There were days when this psychopath picked out 
victims fren the wards on his own Initiative, without in¬ 
structions from the German doctor, on idiom to practice his 
“technique.* He was a complete sadist, torturing his victims 
with animal-Oike brutality before putting them to death. 

Later it was decided that his nerves had been strained by * 
■overwork" so an “assistant" was recruited, a Polish volunteer, 
by the name of PAN3ZCZYK, No. 607 from Cracow, who was trans¬ 
ferred to Germany during the winter of 1942 where he presumably 
died. „The injections were then sporadically administered by 
"Sonitatedienstgehilfen," or given by the chief of the "infirmary.* 
For a certain tine, another Pole named JERZY SZIMKOniAK. 

No. 15490, “functioned" voluntarily; he died in tho aur of 
1943. 

The injections wero not only administered to the weak and 
ill, hit also to prisoners in the political section who wore 
condemned to death. Apert from this, on one occasion, two 
groups (tho first composed of 40, tho second of 80 prisoners) 
of young and strong youths between the ages of 13 and 16 years 
were j*it to death, on tho ground that they were “orphans" and 
could not be considered In tho coop ae full-fledged workers. 

In tho autumn of 1942 cams the massacre of the IDHLDI 
transports which caused great unrest in the camp. One of the 
sanitary service attendants refused to administer injections, 
stating that he was an 33 nan and not a murderer of children. 
Another attendant had to be sumac nod to carry out the Job. 

This affair caused a lot of talk and stir as at least 15,000 
to 20,000 people lost their lives and even EERLE/ asked for an 
explanation of tho high mortality rate in the hospital. The head- 
doctor, WIRTZ, disdained all knowledge of such events and laid 
tho blame on the camp doctor whose name was ENTKEST, a German 
from the POSEN district. A mock inquiry was Mi d at which 
witnesses from the hospital administration had to testify and the 
lists of the "deceased" were checked. As "punishment" tho camp 
dootor was simply transferred in the same capacity to the "HJNA." 

As a result of all this, murdering ty means of injections stopped 
for a while, although it was resumed on a scalier scale soon 
afterwards for hopelessly sick caaos. Uaiy of thoso condmned to 
the “syringo" wore used as experimental material in tho "Hygiene 
Institute" (Block 10). The injections doubtlessly frightened the 
prisoners from asking to bo admitted to the hospital. 

Another major danger in the esap was "delousing," as it was 
euphemistically called. The whole camp obviously was covered with 
lico and fleas and largo disinfection programs were carried out. 
However, the results wore never apparent and our “washing- always 
came back almost as full of lice. Actually, the "delousing" was 
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Jesignod to combat typhus epidemics which Siad become a real 

olaguo at the eaap. During those actions everybody was 
examined arid thoso with bad complexions or in weakened bodily 
condition wore, according to the canp doctor* s mood, desUnod to 
bo gassed. They wero simply led to tho "i nfin aa r y* 1 from whore 
40 to 50 porcent wero “evacuated." A "delousing" action which took 
a particularly large toll in vie tins was conducted in July, 1942. 
During tho course of this "purge" tho weak, those ill with typhus 
or in post-typhus quarantine, were all 3ant to B&ZN3KI without 
exception. This method was considered tlie nost radical for 
eliminating typhus. Tho way in which those condemned to the gas 
chambers were transferred to their doom was exceptionally brutal 
and inhuman. Serious cases from tho surgical ward who still had 
their bandages on, and a procession of exhausted and horribly 
emaciated patients, even convalescents on tho road to recovery, 
wore loaded on to trucks. They wero all nakod and tho spoctado 
was dreadful in the extreme. The trucks pullod up at the’ 


ontranco of tho block and tho unfortunate victims wero simply 
thrown or piled on by the attendants (I frequently witnessed such 
tragic transports). A hundred people wero often jammed into 
a mall truck. They all knew exactly what their fa to was to 
be. The largo majority remained completely apathetic while 
others, mostly patients from tho surgery with bloody and gaping 
wounds or frightful sores, struggled frantically. All around tho 
trucks S3 men milled about like madmen, boating back tho howling 
crowd trying to lean out. Every time it was a terriblo experience 
to have to drag our frionda to tho truck. Most of them were 
quiet and bid us farewell, but novor forgot to reednd uss “Do 
»>ot forget revenge." Under such conditions man's hearts turn to 
otono. Imagine o priooner'a killing his brother in one of the 
wardo so as to avoid his having to undorgo the dreadful trip by 
truck. (I happen to know tho names and inmatriculation numbors 
of these two particular prisoners). It can well bo imaginod that 
we just shrugged our shoulders when told tho Ooraan fairy tales 
rogarding the KATYN incident.

Originally, the oaap of AU3CHTITZ we* intended only for Polos. 
It was guarded ty a group of Germans (no more than 30 at the be¬ 
ginning) had been trensferrod from a Oenaen concentration 
c«vp. They wkre prisoners as well but "ceap veterans," if such an 
expression may be used. Most of them had boon Imprisoned as far 
back as 1934 and were all more or less professional criminals.

I* 
often happenod that ti-o inmates received nothing to cat for Jays 
and then only a snail part of tht rat^irs iiry should iiavc ha.. 
Altogother they wore inhumanly trea’e . T.c slightest complaint 
was punishable by death. 

The first large convoys arrived free Franco and Slovak ia.. 
Physically able non and wcr.cn - those without chilrror. or the’ 
mothers of grownup children - wore cent to tho carp of 
BIKKDJAU. Tho remainder, i.e. old or weak ran, wor.on with 
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snail children, ar.d all thoso unfit for labour, wore taken to 
the Birch V'ood (5 SS SINKX) and killed by means of hydrocyanic 
saa. For this pirposo special gassing barrack3 had boon tuilt 
t.iore. Those consist*: of largo halls, airtight, and nrovided 
vrith ventilators which could bo opened or dosed according to 
iho need. Inside they wore equippod so as to create the 
impression of bathing oatahlishnonts. This was dono to deceive 
ti\o victims oni nafco then aoro manageable. Tho executions took 
place ao follows* each death convoy consisted of sane 8 to 10 
truocs Packed with the u solo:toco;" tho convoy was unguarded as 
-ho whole frightful drama took pla ;o on camp territory. 

A prlvato car containing tho canp doctor followed each truck 
convoy oi.nco itJwas compulsory for him to bo present at those 
mass exocutiono.

French Jews that tho Oeraana had informed thee that they mr* 
leaving their country to be transferred to Poland Wiere overyono 
would be able to continue work in hia own profession or, still 
better, where fbr each shop, concern, or factory seised by the 
Oenaana an equivalent aourco of livelihood would be put at 
theft disposal. They were to take their whole fortunes with 
than and liquid caah fbr at least six weeks. This re mil ted in 
considerable amounts of money and valuables being brought to 
AUSCHWITZ (most of than by Dutch bankers and diamond mar oh ants), 
most of Wiich was stolen ty the camp staff, S3 men, and 
prisoners. The condaanod Jews generally faced their fate 
oalaly, although those arriving in 1943 had a clearer idea of 
what awaitod them. The sporadic attempts at rebellion and mass 
escape, when the freight oars were mloaded upon arrival, were 
bloodily repelled. The special railway siding re sex-red fbr 
the oonvoys was surrounded by searchlight and machino gun posts. 

On one occasion those unfbrtunato people scored a small miooess. • 
•It must havo boon during Septenbor or Octobor, 1943 after 
a transport of women had arrived. Tho accompanying SS men had 
ordered them to undress and were atout to drive them into tho 
gas chamber. This moment was always used by tho guards as 
a good opportunity for looting, and rings and wrist watchos were 
torn off women' a fingers and arms. In the confusion resulting 
from one mlch attack, ono woman managed to snatch the pistol of 
33 Qrouploader SCHILLIN05R and fire threo shots at him. He was 
norlously wounded and died the next day. This gave the signnj. 
if or the othora to attack the executioners and thoir hench¬ 
men. Ono SS man had hia nose torn off, another was scalped, but 
unfortunately none of the wooon was able to escape. Althwigh 
an attempt was made to keop this incident secret, it resulted in 
an order's.being issued whorety SS men twro not allowed to regain 
in conp aftor 8 p.m. 

The extermination of Jews continued reTcntloaoly, although 
in the camp tension relaxod to a certain extent. The fate of 
thoso Jons admit tod to tho camp has boon described in tho 
oectiona of ny report dealing with tho gassing and killing of the 
ill ty means of injections. 


IV. SXSC'JTICflS 

Until k tho summer of 1941 AUSaCTITZ was mainly a concentration 
camp in which no executions had taken place so far. The first 
executions como os a surprise for tho majority of tho camp's 
iiraate3. They began in the simmer of 1941 Wien ono evoning after 
roll call, various numbers were callod up (I well remember tho re 
wore 18 men from Cracow alone). The men those nunbors had boon 
called were ordered to tho stock room, whore thoy had to givo up

thair clothes and wore given Old rags (a shirt and pants) in ex¬ 
change. Then they were taken to the gravel pit and ehot with 
pie tola at point blank range. The other prisoners were not 
allowed to be present at the shooting, but the execution was so 
arranged that praotioally the whole oanp could witness the 
proceedings. After the execution a special cooaando was 
designated to bury the bodies. This incident caused a great 
deal of unrest within the canp, as n lad assuaod until then that 
deportation, to a concentration oaap excluded the death penalty 
for offencea against the security of the Oeraan State. Pron 
this day on executions were oarried out at sore less regular 
intervals, the victims being called up on Tuesdays and Fridays, 
later a 1 opedal plaoe of execution was set up within the oam's 
boundary, an open apace between *HLocks 10 ai* 11" where 
executions took plaoe generally in the noming. 

The index cards, of the condconed non were sent frcn the 
chief olork's office to the respective ■blocks" and in the 
noming, immediately after roll call, the mnbers of tte 
prisoners were called up by the "dock recorder." If the 
index oard bore the inscription "to report fcnedlately after 
roll cell" end the signature of the "recording dork,■ it 
meant that the prisoner called vg> was to be ehot. The "dock 
recorder" oasended the viotiao and brought than over to the 
chief olerk'e offloe. There the msabero, noses, and dates of- 
birth were checked again. Ordered into rows of five by the 
canp eldest and the dock eldest (also prisoners), they were then 
narohed to the plaoe of execution. If the ehootli* was only to 
take place a few hours later, the nan were looked up in oella. 

If the execution, however, was to be oarried out at once they 
were taken first to the washhouse. They undressed and their 
msnbora were narked on their thighs with indelible pencil. After 
these preparations, they were again lined up in fives anl then 
sent out to the exeoution wall (first four sen and then two at 
a tine). The sen ipre led out by the block eldest of "Block 11" 
or then by the Capo of the oell dock (a Jew), who .took hold of 
the hands of the condemned and dragged then out to the wall 
where he stood between the two. In the beginning the condemned 
were foroed to kneel and bend their heads forward, but later they 
were usually shot standing. The exeoutionors shot their victims 
in the back of tho head with a short-barrelled rifle itoich made 
a muffled report. 

Aftor the execution the "body bearers* went into action and 
roooved the corpses to a nearly etade where they were thrown on 
a heap of straw. The blood stains wore removed and the emplace¬ 
ment prepared for the execution of two further victims. After 
the whole group had been liquidated, the bodies were kept in 
"Block 28" until the evening. At dusk all the bodies, including 
those of othor prisoners dscoased during the same day, were 


piled on to a big cart and pulled to the crematoria. Later, 
the corpaea were also removed from the place of execution in 
coffins and, if a considerable number were involved, a truck 
was used for this purpose. These "death transports" always 
took place Airing hours of curfew, as the camp authorities 
wished to keep the executions as secret as possible, in which 
they were, however, not particularly successful. 

As mentioned before, such executions started Airing the 
sumer of 1941 and reached a peak in 1942 with the transfor of 
"disciplinary companies" from AUSCHWI74 to hAJSKO (BIRKKKAU) 
towards the end of hay, 1942. Tbgether with a large group of 
•kuaelmlnnor" (Uuselnann" was a tern applied lr. coop Jargon 
to convicts utterly exhausted by starvation or ovor work) 
many young and sturdy men were selected and drafted into these 
■disciplinary companiea." they were all marked with a large 
red dot, as in the6o special groups the inmates wero differentiated 
by red dots on their cheeta and backs for offences committed in 
oivll life and by black circles for "crimes" committed ir. thu 
camp itself. Such "companioa" were aado up of about 500 men of 
whom, every second day, 10 to 15 were shot, lhe rest of thorn 
had to work extremely hard and*await their turn. At the sane 
time mass executions started In AUSCHWITZ (middle of Way, 1942). 
Once, twice, or tfwee times a week, 40 to 60 non wore simply 
picked out and shot, fiestlesaness increased in the coup, whon 
by the middle of June the situation had not chan god, to a point 
approaching open rebellion, especially after one mass execution 
which coat the lives of 120 prisoners. Tho camp administration 
apparently got wind of this and, during a roll call sometime in 
June, it waa announced that executions would cease and tho 
death penalty would be abolished. It waa true that tho prisoners 
reacted with deep distrust, but on the whole the nows had 
a quieting effect on everybody. And, in fact, there'was a paiso 
of 1 to 1 1/2 months after which executions began again, although 
less often and only in small n-oupe. This state of affairs - 
continued until October, 1942 whan one of the largest mass 
executions ever held took 24? victims, all Polee from the LUBLIN 
and FOEHALA distriots. Terror broke out ir. tho camp no a result, 
although again many reacted with complete apathy. Ibis ended 
a ghastly series of executions of prisoners who, upon arrival in 
the camp, were already condemned to death. But some of then had 
been in camp over a year without knowing that their fate was 
already sealed. It often happened, for instance, that a prisoner 
selected for execution would be lying ill in tho hospital but, 
as tha sentence had to be carried out, he received a deadly 
injection in his bed. The famous Polish actor Witold ZACHAKtAICZ 
waa murdered in this way.

All this, of course, did not no an that 'Octbb cr, i.912 saw the 
end of tho execution of prisoners brought to AUSCHWITZ with death 
warrants already signed. Only the method undorwejit certain 
changoo. In the early days, for instance, the Aryan prisoners had 
always been given msnbers and then incorporated into tho camp. 
Later a new method was evolved consisting in inaediately dividing 
the newcomers into two.groups* those condemned to death and 
those who were to remain as regular iimatee. The first group 
was not alloted serial nunbers but directly transferred fren 
the "block leader's" central office to the cells in "Block 11." 

Tho executions took place there and the arrivalo were either shot 
at once or a few days later. This procoduro was adopted in an 
attempt to keep the whole mat ter. secret, and executions wore only 
carried out late at night. In addition, the camp imates were 
led to beliovo that only "civilians" were submitted to this 
radical treatment (it must be stated tlait only a permanent camp 
innate was considered a "prisoner," whereas newcomers, without 
numbers and who had not yot Joined tho ranks, were still 
designated as "civilians"). So as long as only "civilians" wero 
oxocutod the regular inmates wore not particularly upset.

Elocutions of "prisoners," honover, did not cease altogether. 
Tho canp administration was extremely severe regarding discipline 
and rospoct of -canp rules. For tho slightest omission one was 
marched off to tho execution cells and, of.courso, never roturaod. 
Things became even worse when the political section (meaning the 
tamp Gestapo) decided to take charge of tho punishment of potty 
intomal offoncos. Tho froquont result was that they docidod 
questions of life and death according to their own judjjnant. 
Bribory bocano the order of the day. Among the "offencos" for 
being locked up in the execution colls wore* boing "politically 
suapoct" on tho grounds of having contacted "civilians" in the 
camp, spreading political news or commenting on the German Hiffr 
Command's carmunlques, drunkenness, tho ft (foodstuffs, gold, 
precious stones)-, premeditated escapo, otc. The death colls 
wero always ovorcrowded and every non and then they had to bo 
"ovacuated." This took place as follows: tho canp loader, chiof 
of tho political section, GRABHER by none, dashed in, accccpaniod 
by a number of SS non as drunk as hinself. They went fren cell 
to coll, talcing down the particulars of each occupant's caso, 
the reason for his punishnent, otc. If the canp leader had a list 
of tho30 condemned to death in hand, the prisoners could consider 
thonsolvos lucky, inasmuch as it might not yet bo their turn. 

But usually no notico was token of such a list. Tflat docideJ tho 
individual prisoner's fate was mainly the impression he nado on 
this gang of drunkards and tho mood in which tho canp loader 
happened to be. There was no question of considering the actual 
penalty. If tho impression he nado was not too unfavourable, tic 
prisonor remained in his cell to await his execution at a later 
date unless he wont to his death voluntarily. Tho whole 
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inspection was accompanied by a great deal cf vile lar.guapc ',*.c 
brutal treotuent.

Death announcements wero 
telegraphed never acre than at the rate of two a day so as not 
to arouse suspicion on the ■cutsiae." From the beginning 
the executions were csrriec out by a single rani first, ty 
■Oberscharfllhrer" PALITSCH, who was lster sent to an officers' 
training center, and then by "Scharfflhrer* SITubTZ, who still 
perforns these duties. Executions of women were reported free 
AU3CMC1Z, but in small numbers. On the other hand, groat 
nunbers of people were shot after having been brought ir. by 
truck straight from froedoa or from prisons. In two InaUr.cer. 
whole families were executed, parents together with their 
children. In ono case, an infant a few months old ended his 
short life ir. the arcs of his mother before the execution well.

THE ZYKLON B CASE 

TRIAL OF BRUNO TESCH AND TWO OTHERS 

* 

BRITISH MILITARY COURT, HAMBURG, 

I ST-8TH MARCH, 1946 

Complicity of German industrialists in the murder of interned 
allied civilians by means of poison gas. 

Bruno Tesch was owner of a firm which arranged for the supply 
of poison gas intended for the extermination of vermin, 
and among the customers of the firm were the S.S. Karl 
Wcinbachcr was Tcsch’s Procurist or second-in-command. 
Joachim Drosihn was the firm’s first gassing technician. 
These three were accused of having supplied poison gas 
used for killing allied nationals interned in concentration 
camps, knowing that it was so to be used. The Defence 
claimed that the accused did not know of the use to 
which the gas was to be put; for Drosihn it was also 
pleaded that the supply of gas was beyond his control. 
Tesch and Weinbacher were condemned to death. 
Drosihn was acquitted. 

A. OUTLINE OF THE PROCEEDINGS 

1. THE COURT 

The Court consisted of Brigadier R. B. L. Persse, as President, and, as 
members, Lt. Col. Sir Geoffrey Palmer, Bart., Coldstream Gds., and Major 
S. M. Johnstone, Royal Tank Regt. 

Capt. H. S. Marshall was Waiting Member. 

C. L. Stirling, Esq., C.B.E., Barristcr-at-Law, Deputy Judge Advocate 
General, was Judge Advocate. 

• Major G. I. D. Draper, Irish Guards, Judge Advocate General's Branch, 
HQ. B.A.O.R., was Prosecutor. 

Three German Counsel appeared on behalf of the accused. Dr. O. 
Zippel, Dr. C. Stumme and Dr. A. Stegemann defended Tesch, Weinbacher 
and Drosihn respectively. 

2. THE CHARGE 

The accused, Bruno Tesch, Joachim Drosihn and Karl Wcinbachcr, were 
charged with a war crime in that they “ at Hamburg, Germany, between 
1st January, 1941, and 31st March, 1945, in violation of the laws and usages 
of war did supply poison gas used for the extermination of allied nationals 
interned in concentration camps well knowing that the said gas was to be so 
used." The accused pleaded not guilty. 
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3. rill CASE K)R Till PROSECUTION • 

The prosecuting Counsel, in his opening address, staled that Dr. Bruno 
Tesch was by 1942 the sole owner of a firm known as Tesch and Siabenow, 
whose activities were divided into three main categories. In the first place, 
it ^distributed certain types of gas and gassing equipment for disinfecting 
various public buildings, including Webrmacht barracks and S.S. concentra¬ 
tion camps. Secondly, it provided.' where required, expert technicians to 
carry out these gassing operations. j.astly. Dr. Tesch and Dr. Dro'silm, 
the firm's senior gassing tcchniciaij, carried out instruction for the Wehr- 
rnacht and the S.S. in the use of the gas which the firm supplied. I he 
predominant importance of these gassing operations in war time lav m iheir 
value in the extermination of lice. 

The chief gas involved was,Zy klon It. a highly dangerous poison gas, 
99 per cent, of which was. prussic acid. The gas was manufactured by 
another firm. Tesch and Stabenow had the exclusive agency lor the supply 
of the gas cast of the River Elbe, but the Zyklon It itself went directly I row 
the manufacturers to the customer.

limil Selim, a former bookkeeper and accpuniani employed by Tesch 
and Stabenow. supplied informulion. regarding the legiiimaie business 
activities of the lirm and the positions of the three accused therein, which 
substantially bore out the opening statements of the Prosecutor on these 
points. He went on to state that in the Autumn of 1942 he saw in the files 
of the firm’s registry one of the reports, dictated by Tesch. which gave 
accounts of his business journeys. In this travel report. Tesch recorded an 
interview with leading members o? the Wehrmacht, during which he was 
told that the burial, after shooting. of Jews in increasing numbers was 
proving more and more unhygienic, and that it was proposed to kill them 
' with prussic acid. I)r. Tesch. when asked for his views; had proposed to 
use the same method, involving the release of prussic acid gas in an enclosed 
space, as was used in the extermination of vermin. He undertook to train 
the S.S. men in this-new method of killing human beings. 

Selim had written down a note of these facts and taken it away with him, 
but had burm it the next day on the advice of an old friend, named Wilh6fm 
Pifok. to whom he had related what he had seen. 

I)t. Marx, a German Barrister practising since 1934.who was called upon 
to define the status oPa Procurisl in German law, said : , 

” I lie pr»*eurist had the right to aenn the name and on behalf of the 
lirm. lie is a man who. out of all the others mentioned in the law 
uh<* have uUo the right to act on behalf of the lirm. has most of these 
rights.

\nna 1 'cn/elmanii. a former stenographer of the lirm, said that in about 
June I9 ; »i lc*cli. after he had dictated a travel report on returning from • 
.Berlin, had told her that />kh n B was being used for gassing human beings, 
and had appeared to be as terrified and shocked about the matter as she 
was. * 

Karl Uuehmling. who had been a bookkeeper and assistant gassing master 
w uh the firm, said that Zyklon B was sent bv.tlic concern to the concentration 
camps at Auschwitz. Sachsen hausen and Neuengamme, but Auschwitz was 
sent the largest consignments. . v 

Mire-t /.aim. who was in charge of the firm's bookkeeping, said that, in 
hi. i pinion. Auschwitz of all the concentration camps had received the 
m»*s| /.\Mon B during-the w*ar. .. 

-. \\ ilhclm Balir. an ex-mcdicul orderly at Neuengamme. described a prussic 
acid o'lirsc which he had attended in tho S.S. Hospital at Oranienburg in 

# • 
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1942; and which Dr. Tcsch had conducted. He said that he himself had 
eassed two hundred Russian prisoners of war in Neuengamme in 1942. 
using prussic acid gas. but that it was not Dr. Tesch who had taught him 
• the procedure which he had applied. 

Perry Broad, who had been a Rottenfuhrer in the Kommandatur of the 
Auschwitz camp from June 1942 until early 1945. described how persons 
were gassed therewith Zyklon B. The people lvine gassed. to his knowledge, 
at Auschwitz and Birkenau were German deportees. Jews from Belgium. 
HoIMT France. North .^taly. Czechoslovakia and Poland, and Gypsies. 
j)r. Bendcl. who had been a prisoner at Auschwitz anil had acted as a 
doctor to the inmates, said that from February 1944 to January 1945 a 
million people had been killed there by Zyklon B. 

The remaining Prosecution witnesses were a member of a British war 
crimes investigation team, who identified pre-trial statements made by the 
accused ; Wilhelm Pook and his wife ; ji^d live more employees of Tcsch 
and Stabcnow. The evidence of Pook and his wife supported that of Selim 
to ;Fdegree, though not in every detail, but the fact that they had discussed 
.the events of 1942'between his and their giving evidence was recognised 
by the Judge Advocate to be " undoubtedly unfortunate." 

The Prosecution, acting in accordance with Regulation S(i) («) of the 
Royal Warrant, submitted to the Court a sworn affidavit in which Dr..Diels, 
a former high-ranking German government official, stated that it was 
common knowledge in 1943 in Germany that gas was being used for killing 
people. 

Among various other documcnts(') Dr. Tcsch‘s S.S. subscription curd was 
produced before the'Court: the Defence pointed out. however, that this 
did not prove that Dr. Tcsch had been an active member of the S.S. 

5. THE OPENING SI All 'll MS <)l Dill Ml COUNSII. 

(i) Counsel for Tesch 

Before calling Tcsch to the witness-box. his Counsel stated that he intended 
to prove to the court, first, that Tcsch hail no knowledge of the killing of . 
human beings by means of Zyklon B ; secondly, that Zyklon B was de¬ 
livered only for normal purposes of disinfection and for medical reasons ; 
thirdly; dial parts of gas chambers were sold only for the purpose of exter-. 
minating vermin ; fourthly, that concentration camps got the gas only in 
amounts which were quite normal in relation to the number of inhabitant’*, 
and only for killing vermin : and lifthly. that instructibn courses were held 
only according to the relevant laws-and regulations, and again only for the 
purpose of teaching the ificth-nl of exterminating vermin.

Drosihn claimed that his part in the activities of the firtn consisted in 
collaborating on scientific issues, being in charge of the gassing, for instance, 
of ships in Hamburg docks, and examining delousing chambers to see whether 
they were working correctly. He spent about 150 to 200 days a year in 
travelling on business. He had been to check the working of the dclpusing 
chambers in Sachsenhausen and Ravcnsbruck and had been to Neuengamme ; 
but had neither been to Auschwitz, nor given instructions to the S.S. in any’ 
place. He knew nothing of the size of consignments of gas to Auschwitz. 
Contrary td Tesch’s evidence, the witness claimed to have reported to him 
once that he had seen happening in the camps things that were contrary 
to human dignity.

(iv) The Remaining Defence Witnesses „ 


Nine other witnesses called by the Defence did not add very substantially 
to.the evidence before the Court. The subjects covered by their remarks 


s included the character of Dr. Tcsch, and the extent of general knowledge in 
Germany concerning the killing of Jews. Inter alia, they were called to 
prove that Zyklon B was widely used for the legitimate purpose of killing 
vermin. These witnesses were two Medical Officers front Hamburg, a 
doctor and two chemists employed by the German Hygiene Institute, a 
retired professor of the same institute, the Manager of the Disinfection 
Institute of Hamburg, a stenotypist formally employed by Tcsch and 
Stabenovv, and Dr. Stumme, one of the DefcQCe Counsel, who gave evidence 
regarding the German law regarding Stale secrets. 

7. THE CLOSINO.ADDRESSES Oh THE DI.EENCL COLNSIL • 

<i) Counsel for Tesch 

In his closing address, Dj. Zippcl, dealing with the point of law involved, 
submitted that, since the charge was not one of destroying human life but 
only of supplying the means of doing so. such action would'only be contrary 
to-thc laws and usages of war if the means supplied were necessarily intended 
to kJtHwman beings. To supply a material which also had quite legitimate 
purposes was no war crime.(-j 

Turning to’ the facts, Counsel claimed that while supplies or Zyklon B 
► ?° ,hc S.S. were largc.it was the duty of the S.S. to see that the state of health 
in the eastern provinces was kept at a high level, and it was concerned 
not only with the Wcjirmacht itself, but also with the state of health of those 
parts of the eastern provinces whose population was repatriated to Germany 
before the entry of Germany into war with Russia. ‘Supplies were n«M6o 
great to have been used wholly for legitimate purposes. Since. 1944 the 
tS.S.had had unlimited pcrmis>ion to use the gas for the destruction of vermin 
and the prevention of epidemics. He submitted that even in the con¬ 
centration camps the gas was. at least at the beginning, used onlv lor its 
“legitimate purpose. '*• 
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Counsel then questioned whether the Zyklon B used at Auschwitz for 
killing human beings had been supplied by Tcsch and Stabenow. The fact 
that Auschwitz was situated in the district for which the firm were the agents 
could not be decisive, for other firms were able to supplv that district, 
especially sincc.during the war the boundaries of the districts were'not so 
much respected as before. Further, the S.S. had been active all over the 
occupied territories during the war and had had Various means of securing 
the gas. So many people were killed'by gassing in Auschwitz that the S.S. 
mdst necessarily have used sources other than Tcsch and Stabenow. 
v Counsel observed that the vvitncsscs who were called to prove that Dr. 
resell-knew about the unlawful use of his gas had given different versions 
as to how he must or should have known about such use. He proceeded 
also to throw doubts on the reliability of Schm. for instance, in view of a 
statement of his, denied by many other witnesses, that the files of the firm 
in which.he had found the travel report were kept under lock and key. 
Miss Biagini had denied that she saw anything in this report about a con¬ 
ference with the High Command of the Wchrmacht or any propositions 
made by Dr, Tcsch to this authority. None of the typists who could have 
typed the travel report in questibn knew of it or of any rumour in the ollicc 
regarding it. Under the existing war-time regulations of secrecy, it seemed 
impossible that a man as careful as Tcsch should have dictated a report 
on an interview with the High Command on such a secret m.iittr, placed 
the report where anyone in the ollicc could read it, as Was the isc with all 
travel reports, and then discussed the facts with his employee % Dr. Tcsch 
had been shown to be a fair and honest man. and his concentration on his 
work explained why he had not heard any rumour which may have cifc 
culated Germany concerning the gassing of human beings. Regarding the 
large supplies of gas to Auschwitz in particular. Counsel submitted that Dr. 
Tcsch was too busy to be expected to know what individual customers 
bought, and in any ease the supply of Zyklon was not as important to the 
firm as were its-gassing activities. Furthermore, Dr. Tcsch had regarded 
Auschwitz as a transit camp needing therefore unusually frequent delousing. 
Counsel concluded that Dr. Tcsch knew n. thing-of the gassing of human 
beings either in Auschwitz or Neuengamme 

(ii) Counsel for Weinbachcr 

In his closing address, Dr. Stumme submitted that it had become clear 
during the trial that Weinbachcr did not know that Zyklon B had been 
used.for the killing of human beings. Not one of the witnesses could say 
really that Weinbachcr had any knowledge of a travel report or any ob¬ 
servation of Dr. Tcsch that human beings had been killed by Zyklon B, 
or that Dr. Tcsch had conversations with Weinbachcr on such a subject. 
Nor had the trial shown that Weinbachcr should have had reasonable 
suspicion, or grounds fottsuspicion, that Zyklon B had been used for the 
killing of human beings. Even if Dr. Tcsch had written such a travel report 
as the one alleged. Weinbachcr need not have read it, because he was a busy 
n\an, and mil m u s es had shown that <pany of the travel reports were filed and 
read by no one.' Even Schm claimed to have come across the particular 
report by accident, and Miss Biagini because she had to file it. He repeated 
Dr. Zippel's argument that Dr. Tcsch would not write a State secret in a

document which all the staff could read. If Sehm had found any other 
document, it must have been purely by accident; and no such accident had 
happened to Weinbachcr. In connection with the large supplies of gas 
which were sent to Auschwitz, Counsel pointed out that Weinbacher had 
stated on oath thaf he iTad never had a summary of supplies to a single 
customer because this was left to ihe accountants. In any case, it had been 
shown that the quant ity o^Zyklon B needed for the killing of human beings 
was much-smaflerTfiafTThat required for the killing of insects. The quan¬ 
tities of Zyklon B needed for killing half a million or even a millibn human 
beings stood in such small proportion to the quantities needed for the 
killing of insects that it would not have been noticed at all. ^Therefore, 
there had been no need for Weinbacher to have grown suspienjus, since, 
claimed Counsel, he lyiCW that Auschwitz was one of the biggest camps and 
a sort of transit camp. Counsel did not think, therefore, that it was correct 
to assume that the large quantity of Zyklon going to Auschwitz was any 
indication of the fact that human beings were being killed there. Supplies 
for Ncuengamme were much lower than those for Auschwitz. 

’-'Dr. Stummc did not deal*\vith the law involved, except for Mating that 
Weinbacher, although a procurist, was still only an employee like Sehm 
and Miss Biagini, against whom no action was being taken, despite the 
knowledge which they wefe said to have had. 

(iii) Counsel for Drosihn 

Dr. Stcgemann, in -his closing address, confined hrs remarks to .what 
concerned his client exclusively, while claiming the benefit of everything 
favourable to him which had already been said by the other Counsel. • Every 
witness who was asked had said that the accused had had nothing whatever 
to do with the firm's business activities! He could not, therefore, for instance, 
have known of the size of the consignments to Auschwitz. His relatively 
small salary showed his subordinate position. He was a zoologist, and first 
technical gassing master to the firm, and spent more than half the year in 
travelling. When both Tesch and Weinbacher were away. Mr. Zaun had 
had the power of attorney, not Drosihn. 

Both Dr. Tesch'and Dr. Drosihn had said that the latter had never in¬ 
structed S.S. men in the use of Zyklon B, and not c\cn Sehm claimed that 
he knew anything about the alleged travel report. Drosihn had been away 
from the office for irregular periods, and was in no position to read Dr. 
Tcsch's travel reports, which were in any case of no interest to him.- Counsel 
denied that there had been general knowledge in Germany before the end of 
of the war about the* gassing of Jews : his client could not therefore have 
acquired such knowledge from rumours. 


8. THE PROSECUTOR’S CLOSING ADDRESS 

In his closing address, the prosecuting Counsel said that the possibility 
that some firm other than Tesch and Stabcnow could have supplied Zyklon 
B to Auschwitz could be ruled out, as the latter had the monopoly in that 
grea. The essential question was whether the accused knew of the purpose 
to which their gas was being put. Counsel admitted that the S.S. were 
under no restrictions as to the use they made of the gas, and that the direct 
knowledge which was available to Tesch as to that use wa^s of the scantiest. 
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due to the fear and secrecy in which the S.S. worked. He relied for his 
tse on the evidence of Sehm. Miss Biagini and Miss I'cn/clmann. 

Counsel said that itxvas unbelievable that Dr Tesch did not know that 
.. Miing wrong went on- in the concentration camps. Dr. Drosihn had 
v without hesifiirion that he saw things there which were not worthy .of 
human dignity, and that he had said so to Tesch. It was also unbelievable 
that Dr. Tesch had no knowledge of the amounts of gas being supplied to the 
S.S. and to Auschwitz in particular, by a firm which was wholly his property. 
In 1942 and 1943 Auschwitz had been the firm's second largest customer. 
Di. Tesch had no reason to believe that Auschwitz was a transit camp, and 
moreover he was too efficient a mnn to be duped by the S.S. Compel com¬ 
pleted his case against Tesch by castine doubt on h!s veracity by showing 
how contradictions existed between his statements and those of other witnesses 
on certain details unrelated to the main Issue.

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In Wcinbacher’s case, there was no direct evidence, either by way of con¬ 
versation or of anything that he had written among the documents of the 
firm produced during the trial, which formed any kind of evidence specifically 
imputing knowledge to Wcinbacher as to how Zyklon B was being used at 
Auschwitz. “ But the Prosecution," said the Judge Advocate, “ ask you 
to say that, in bis case as in Tesch’s case, the real strength of their case is not 
the individual direct evidence, but the general atmosphere and conditions 
of the firm itself.” The Judge Advocate asked the Court whether or not it 
was probable that Weinbacher would constantly watch the figures relating 
to a less profitable activity of the firm, particularly since he received a 
commission on profits as well as his salary. 

The Judge Advocate emphasised Drosihu's subordinate position in the 
firm, and asked whether there was any evidence that he was in apposition 
either to influence the transfer of gas to Auschwitz or to prevent it> If 
he werornot in such a position, no knowledge of the use to which the gas was 
put could make him guilty.

10. THE 

Tesch and Weinbacher were found guilty. 
Drosihn was acquitted. 


11. THE SENTENCE 

V .Jounsel for Tesch, pleading in mitigation of sentence, said that if Tcsch 
d-1 know the use to which the gas was being put, and had consented to it, 
litis happened only under enormous pressuw from the S.S. Furthermore, 
had Tcsch not co-operated, the S.S. would certainly have'achieved their 
aims by other means. Tesch was merely an accessory before the fact, and 
even so, an unimportant one. * 

Counsel for Weinbacher pleaded that the Court should consider the 
latter's wifc t and three children ; that he as a business employee might have 
thought thafthc ultimate use of the gas was Tcsch's responsibility ; and that 
if he had refused to supply Zyklon B the S.S. would immediately have handed 
him over to the Gestapo. 

Nevertheless, subject to confirmation, the two were w 'tcnccd to death by 
hanging. 

The sentences were confirmed and carried into effect 


B. NOTES ON THE CASE # 

I. A QUESTION OF JURISDICTION : THE NATIONALITY Ol Mil VI Cl IMS 
The Prosecutor specified a number of Allied countries from which, he 
claimed, many of the persons gassed had originated. Wilhelm Bahr told 
how he himself had gassed two hundred Russians. Pcrr> Broad mentioned 
Jews from Belgium, Holland, France. Czechoslovakia and Poland, among 
those gassed at Auschwitz. The Judge Advocate, in his summing up. 
Stated that “ among those unfortunate creatures undoubtedly there were 
many Allied nationals.” ^ 

It was not alleged that British citizens were among the victims. 
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I he British claim to jurisdiction over the ease could he based primarily 
*. the fact that by the Declaration regarding the defeat of Germany and the 
•.^sumption of supreme authority with respect to Germany, made in Berlin 
' “ n l *' c ^th June. 1945. the four Allied Powers occupying Germany have 
issumed supreme authority therein. Thc> have, therefore, become the local 
'overcigns- in Germany. There is vested, then, in the United Kingdom 
authorities, administering the British Zone of Germany, the right to try 
German nationals for crimes of any kind wherever committed^ The claim 
to jurisdiction is the stronger if. as in the present cas^. the criminal activities 
of the accused have been commitfCU in the British Zone of Germany, by 
German.residents of this Zone, although, of course, the crimes to which 
the accused were alleged to be accessories had their effect outside Germany, 
in Auschwitz. Poland. . • 

British jurisdiction could further be based on either 

(a) the general doctrine called Universality of Jurisdiction over War 
Crimes, under which every independent State lias in International Law 
jurisdiction to punish pirates and war criminals in its custody regardless 
of the nationality of the victim or the place where the offence was 
committed; or 

(/») the doctrine that the United Kingdom has a direct interest in punishing 
the perpetrators of crimes if the victim was a national of an ally 
engaged in a common struggle against a common cncm>. 




2. QUESTIONS Oh SUBSTANTIVE LAW 
(i) The Crime Alleged 

Article 46 of the Hague Convention of 1907. concerning the Laws and 
Customs of War on Land, on which the ease for the Prosecution was based, 
provides that" Family honour and rights, individual life and private property, 
as well as religious convictions and worship must be respected." This 
Article falls under the section heading. Military Authority over the Territory 
of the Hostile State, and was intended to refer to acts committed by the 
occupying authorities in occupied territory. In the trial of Tcsch. the acts 
to which the accused were allegedly accessories before the fact were com¬ 
mitted mainly at Auschwitz, in occupicd'Poland. 

• ) Civilians as war criminals 


Die decision of the Military Court in the present ease is a clear example of 
Ire application of the rule that the provisions of the la\vs and customs of 
war arc addressed not only to combatants and to members of state and other 
public authorities, but to anybody who is in a position to assist in their 

violation. 


The activities with which the accuscdr in the present ease were charged 
were commercial transactions conducted by civilians. The Military Court 
acted on the principjc that any civilian who is an accessory to a violation 
of the' laws and eus’toms of war i\ himself also liable as a war criminal

Entwicklung und Ausbau der DEGESCH-Verfahren sind zu eng mil der Ent¬ 
wicklung der DEGESCH selbst verkniiplt. als daft man ganz darauf ver- 
zichten durlte, sie in wenigen Satzen aufzuzeigen. Auch ist sicherlich nicht 
allgemein bekannt. daft es schon die Notwendigkeiten des ersten Welt- 
krieges waren, die zur Schaflung einer Organisation fuhrten, von der sich 
in gerader Linie die Deutsche Gesellschaft fur SchadlingsbekSmpfung 
ableitet. 

Im Friihjahr 1917 wurde der ..Technische Ausschuft fur Sch&dlingsbekamp- 
fung" beim Preuftischen Kriegsministerium ins Leben gerufen. der es sich 
zur Aufgabe machte, don Kampf gegen die Insektenplagen aufzunehmen. 
die als Krankheitsubertrager unsere Armeen bedrohten und unsere Ge- 
treide- und lebensmittelvorrato vernichteten Oder in ihrom Wert minderten. 
Die Notlage zvyang dazu. auf oin' Mittel zuriickzugreifen, dessen hohe 
insektizide Wirkung beroits bekannt war, dessen man sich jedoch in der 
Friedonszeit bis dahin in Deutschland in grofterem Mafto noch nicht hatte 
bedienen wollen, weil es als zu gefahrlich gait, die Anwendung$methoden 
primitiv waren und die Gasschulzfrage noch keine befriedigende Ldsung 
gelunden hatte.

Als am 1. April 1919 die DEGESCH die Aufgaben des „Tasch" (..Technischer 
AusschuO fur SchSdlingsbekampfung", angegliedert der Abteilung 10 des 
PreuOischen Kriegsministeriums) ubernahm, handelte es sich nicht nur urn 
die Umwandlung einer bis dahin rein militarischen Organisation in ein 
wirtschaftliches Unternehmen, sondern auch um die Weiterfuhrung einer 
zuvor rein militarischen AusbildungstStigkeit. 

Die Unterweisung der ersten Kommandotuhrer in der ..Kompanio fur 
Schadlingsbek&mplung" durch G a s s n e r und andere Fachleule der Deut- 
schen Gold- und Silber-Scheideanstalt Im Sommer 1917 hatte bewiesen. 
daO es moglich ist, eine groOere Anzahl von Personen in dem Blaustiure- 
entwesungsverfahren auszubilden, ohne mit der Ausweitung des Kreises 
der Anwendungsberechtigten eine Gefahr fur das Leben Unbetoiligtor 
heraufzubeschwbren. Nachdem aber die im Zusammenhang mit der De- 
mobilmachung auszufijhrenden militarischen GroOentwesungon beendot 
waren. zeigte sich bald, daO der beschrlttene Weg weiterhln nicht mehr 
gangbar blieb: Voraussetzung fur die einwandfroie Ausliihrun^ der 
Arbeiten war die in stSndiger Ubung erworbone Sicherhelt im Umgang 
mit der gefShrlichen Blausaure, und diese war fUr viele der Ausgebildoten 
mangels ausreichender Gelegenheit nicht mehr gogeben.

Man sollte glauben. daB der Ruf der Blausaure als des hochwirk9amsten 
Gases zur Schadlingsbekampfung und Ungeziefervernichtung nicht mehr 
gefShrdet werden konne. Die ZuverlSssigkeit ihrer Wirkung auch unter 
schwierigsten VerhSItnissen steht seit langen jahren aufier jedem Zweifel. 
Dieser Rul ist nicht nur in der hohen Giftgefahrlichkeit der Blausaure liir 
Menschen und andere Warmbliiter begriindet, er ist auch nach Tausenden 
von Groflraumentwesungen mit stets sicherer Abtotung der Schadinsekten 
aller Art In weitesten Kreisen zur Selbstverstandlichkeit geworden. 

Nur auf einem Anwendungsgebiet droht die Blausaure sowohl in der 
Bourteilung ihrer G*fShrlichkeit als auch beziiglich ihrer Erfolgssicherheit 
verkannt zu worden. Die Sachentlausung mit B I a u s 8 u r e, eines 
der wichtigsten Mittel zur Fleckfieber-Abwehr, ist in diesem Kriegc Gegen- 
stand einer Kritik geworden, die von ganzlich falschen Vorausselzungon 
ausgeht und der um so mehr entgegengetreten werden muO. 

Wir meinen damit nicht die noch durchaus unentschiedene Streitlrage, ob 
etwa die Entlausung mit BlausSure eine nur unzureichende MaBnahme zur 
Fleckfieber-Abwehr Ist, well dieses Gas zwar dio tause und Nissen. nicht 
aber die Rickettsien abtdtet und somit unmittelbar nach der Begasung noch 
vlrulente Kelme an den toten Itiusen und an Ihrem Kot gefundon werden 
kbnnen. Nach sorgf&'tiger Prtifung neigen wir der von Vielen vertretenen

Q. I*t's go now, Doctor, to another subject. 

Were you In charge of the rationing of Zyclon B gas to 
concentration caopa? 

A. No. It was Issued by the Central Medical Depot of the 
Waffen 83. 

Q. Now, do you know that In Germany the use of Zyolon B 

for the purpose of combatting dangerous animals and plants 
was generally prohibited as set forth in the Relohsgesetz- 
blatt dated 8 February 1919? 

A. Yes, that Is true and beoause there was this governmental 
ruling we, In our dlelnfeotlon school, had special coursos 
for the use of highly poisonous gasses for delouslng olo- 
thlng. There was a course for disinfectors and, In addi¬ 
tion, these people had to take an examination to obtain 
the state certificate for poison. Prusslo aold oould be 
used for disinfection use only state approved dlslnfeo- 
tors who had speolal permission from the state to work 
with this Zyolon, and the dlslnfeotors who had this poison 
certificate had the permission and had had previous trai¬ 
ning so that they knew how to use the preparation. In all 
the larger camps and at troop maneuvres plaoes we had 
arrangements for prusslo aold deoontamlnatlon as well as 
In the big prisoner of war oamps of the army. That was the 
most oustomary prpcedure In Germany.

Q* Now, of oourse,' there was a German regulation existing 
whloh prescribed In extraordinary oases when the use of 
Zyolon and similar materials were permitted that these 
poisons were always to be mixed with an Irritant In order 
to warn human beings and to avoid danger. Was that right? 

A. If you mean the following! Prusslo aold has no odor or, at 
least, very little, and a speolal substanoe was Introduced

oalled Zyolon B.

Ai les; only the offlolal tin containers of a oerteln site were 
used. They were delivered by the oompetent Reich committee?

would have been very dangerous. In spite of gas masks. 
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q. Now, was it necessary to carefully label the cans of gas so 
that it would be obvious that this gas contained suoh an 
Irritant? ' 

A. It was not like a water or gasoline can, but it was a very 
speolal kind of tin can which had a label from the firm 
whioh had produoed it with a colored sign. I never saw any 
other oans without this sign. Only the original cans from 
the firm were used, as far as I know. 

q. Well now, do you know whether or not the containers in which 
the Zyolon B was in .... In other words, do you know whether 
the oontalnerswith Zyolon B whioh were sent to the oonoentra- 
tlon oamps for extermination in gas ohambers contained the 
Zyolon B mixed with an irritant? Do you know that? 

A. No, I cannot tell you anything about that.

There is * striking difference between the two diaries. The diary 
which was presented to ae yesterday is the one which Dr. Dinp-Schuler 
started. That is the diary of Tlock h6 which was executed under his - 
supervision. The diary to which I an now referring consisted of 
yearly calendars in which Dr. Dine almost daily made various sorts 
of entries for a period of years. These entries consisted of private 
and official natters. 


Q. When did you see the official diary of the Section for Typhus and 
Virus Research in Buchenwald for the first tine? 


A. The diary which was presented to me yesterday is the Diary of Block 
1*6. I had seen that for the first tine after I had roved to Block 
$0. And that, under r.o circumstances, is before the 15th of Aurust, 

1913. 


0 . What did the diary lcok like the first tine you saw it? Were loose 
loaves fastened toother in the folders? What did it lock lJco? 


A. It had exactly the none form as today. 

Q. Could one sec whether this diary was kept constantly or whether it 
was written til at once? 

A. r knew the history of this diary fron the statements or Dr. Din*- 
Schuler himself, and also frea the statements of Cano Arthur Dictnch; 
as well as the Physician's clerk in Block lib, a certain Gadczinski. 
r also know on the basis of the docur.crt3 which wore started fron 
♦.ho very berinninr of the establishment of that block and on the 
basis of tho Personal notes which Dr. Schuler nado In his private 
diary. He dictatod.as far as I can recall, tho first half of 19li2. 
He dictated the diary of Block U6 until that roriod of tine and all 
at tho same tine. Fron that tine on, tho diary was filled regu¬ 
larly from experiment to ex**erin«U. 

Q. You say that Dr. Din- dictated the be"innin~ of tho diary about tho 
middle of 191*2? 

A. In the first half of that year. 
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Q. tr. the first half of 19U2. Thank you. 

Then I roust point out the follow in-' contradiction: The Diary boars 
the- headin'’ "Diary of the division for research of spotted fever 
and virus at the Institute of Hygiene cf the V&ffen-SS." Do you 
have that place in the diary?

There you rill 
read "By order of the surgeon general of the -faffen-SS, SS-Grupoon- 
fuehrer and LiJor General (Gcnorallmtr.ant) of the Tfaffen-SS, Dr. 
Gensken, the hitherto existing spotted fever rcscerch station at tho 
concentration caw Buchcnvald fcecoacs the Department for Spotted 
Fever and Virus Research." Is that correct.

There is another circuaatace which entitles ne to that conceot. 

Dr. Din<* knew the Crakow Institute of the OKH. If Dr. Ding oorhope 
toward the first half of 191*2 dictated that diary, then at that 
tine, he ray already teen think in- cf that titlo. However, I an 
ever, see inf tho possibility that Dr. Din* at a later oeriod of tine 
a/ter tho establishnent of the department, tut before ny activity 
with then, had had tho first pare of the diary written. 

Such a orocticc would have been possible. The activities of Blook 
1*6 vere not destined for wore not destined for acternal ourposea or 
for Berlin, but only for Block 1*6 itself. After all, it docs not 
boar ?ny other official description. 

Tho diary, if it had boon destinod for 3erlin or er.y other S3 authori¬ 
ties, it would have had to boar tho title which all reports to Borlin 
had to bear. I therefore consider it possible that Dr. Ding, as I 
havo already eephaaiiod, aay have had tho first pa<jo re-written with 
a new title.
